SUMMARY. 


This column of the REPORTER is 
well received by its numerous readers, 
as favorble comments since last week’s 
issue would indicate. They find it 
very convenient when pressed for time 
on Wednesday morning to get a pho- 
tograph of the whole paper in this col- 
umn, with the exception of trade and 
petroleum notes and the contents of 
other regular departments which can- 
not be summarized. Among the edito- 
rials in the current issue will be found 
a prediction on the cinchona bark mar- 
ket, which comes from good authority 
in Java. The question of what consti- 
tutes a market price is answered ac- 
cording to the views entertained by the 
REPORTER, and the management 
would be pleased to hear from the dif- 
ferent trades upon the subject. Bi- 
chromate of soda is the topic for an- 
other article, which was prompted by 
a dispute over the present duty ; the 
decision of the Treasury Department, 
it will be found, has been sustained by 
the United States Circuit Court. The 
Textile mills in the East have inaugu- 
rated a movement for organizing 
against organized labor, but the minute 
details are withheld; their example 
has been followed by manufacturers in 
other trades, who have advanced con- 
siderable money for a common fund to 
protect themselves, believing in the 
old axiom that “in union there is 
strength” The scarcity of Florida and 


West India sponges is also referred to 
editorially, and the cause given there- 
for. Discussion has been provoked by 
the circulation of a petition in this 
city, concerning the imposition of a 
discriminating duty on goods east of 
the Cape of Good Hope, mention of 
which is made in another column. 
The financial condition of the Nobel 
brothers in Russia has often been 
questioned, and as they are at the head 
of the petroleum refining interests in 
that country, our readers will be in- 
terested in the information given else- 
where, wLich shows that the Russian 
refining interests are not in the best 
possible condition. Importers of isin- 
glass have gained a victory over Amer- 
ican manufacturers by the decision 
last week which sustains their invoice 
prices, and this verdict releases goods 
which have been stored for months, 
awaiting an expiration of the vexatious 
delays. It will also be found that the 
Aleohol pool has adopted the boycot- 
ting idea and that the vials of wrath 
are being poured npon the head of a 
refractory member. The by- products 
of tallow also come in for attention. 


In the miscellaneous collection of 
reading matter will be found a num- 
ber of articles on petroleum. The tank 
system of transporting petroleum by 
land and water is referred to and spe- 
cial attention called to the tank wagons 
so much talked about on English soil. 
There is still a hitch between the 
‘* powers that:be, ” on the Sumatra to- 
bacco and petroleum duties, and a re- 
ciprocity treaty is not yet an assured 
fact, as we were led to believe last 
week. Viscosity is discussed again at 
length, and no person can now com- 
plain of ignorance on such a lively 
topic. Some enterprising oil man in 
Pittsburg, with more leisure on hand 
than he knew what to do with, has 
given the public the benefit of his 
knowledge on Southern oil fields in 
book form, instead of hiring a hall; 
part of the contents will be found in 
another column. A_ correspondent 
tries to prove that U.S. consuls are 
not infallible, and calls the German 
consul to task for publishing mislead- 
ing statements concerning the Ameri- 
can petroleum exports. A determined 
effort is being made in every State of 
the Union to ‘‘down” oleomargarine, 
but its champions come up smiling af- 
ter every attack the digest of the 
New Jersey law just enacted will be 
found elsewhere. We continue to hear 
of mines being discovered in all sorts 
of out of the way places, and this week 
a writer speaks of the chrome mines of 
the Pacific coast. The statement of 
the number of window glass pots in 
operation will be interesting to the 
chemical trade and glass importers. 
Egypt is apparently determined that 
her petroleum deposits shall not 
be ignored by the outside world 
as an article on the subject elsewhere 
will show. Information on the ware- 
house clauses of the proposed tariff 
bill may not interest general readers, 
but importers will find the article worth 
a perusal. A graphic account of the 
destruction by fire of the Bear Creek 
oil refinery in Pennsylvania is given in 
this issue ; it was not a bear on the oil 
market. Ministers must come in for a 
notice occasionally, and we mention 
one who hovered around the specula- 
tive candle until he got burned. A 
ship’s captain after a trip said he saw 
oil spouting from a well in the ocean, 
but a nore reasonable explanation of 
the phenomena is given. Petroleum 
brokers are dead-set against the pro- 
posed law now pending at Albany for 
taxing brokers ; they have raised a very 
influential lobby againstit. Natural 
gas may be an ancient chestnut, but it 
still manages to receive many liberal 
and favorable newspaper notices, and 
the REPORTER is not an exception to 
the general rule, as another article, but 
strictly fresh, will be found in another 
column. The grangers of Illinois are 


hopeful of lubricating most of the 
wheels of commerce by the find of 
mineral oil on their territory. A new 
clearing house is announced with a cap- 
ital of $25,000, and substantial oil men 
of this city as officers. Oil tanks and 
storage are discussed; Pittsburg re- 
fineries are said to be prospering ; the 
mineral products of Louisiana are 
brought before public attention ; nat- 
ural carbonic gas in Germany is spe- 
cially referred to and more develop- 
ments in the grand valley oil territory.

BICHROMATE OF SODA TO PAY 
THREE CENTS PER POUND DUTY. 

The first of the bichromate of soda 
suits, to which editorial reference was 
made several weeks ago, has been de- 
cided in favor of the Government. It 
will be remembered that this suit was 
brought by a Boston importer to re- 
cover excess of duty which he claimed 
to have paid on bichromate of soda 
under the clause providing for a duty 
of 25 per cent on unenumerated chem- 
icals. The Treasury Department de- 
cided that, as the article was imported 
and used as a substitute for bichromate 
of potash, it was dutiable at three 
cents per pound under the similitude 
clause. This ruling was upheld by the 
decision of the United States Circuit 
Court in this city on Tuesday last, 
and importers of bichromate of soda 
will have to continue paying three 


cents a pound until this decision is re- 
versed,

THE SCARCITY AND HIGH PRICES 
OF SPONGES. 


Recent reports regarding the sponge 
fisheries of Key West are very unsatis- 
factory and if confirmed will havea 
decided effect upon prices of Florida 
and Cuban goods here. The fleets have 
returned to Key West, according to 
these reports, without taking anything, 
and bring back the startling informa- 
tion that the water has been poisoned 
by the recent overflow from the rivers 
and the sponge all killed or rendered 
unfit for use. Owing to the unreliable 
nature or the information usually re- 
ceived from the fishing grounds, such 
statements are to be taken with some 
grains of allowance, but in this case 
there seems to be good reason for be 
lieving that the situation of affairs at 
Key West is as represented and that 
the outlook is anything but encourag- 
ing. 

Inquiry among the dealers here elicits 
the information that all varieties of 
Florida sponges are exceedingly scarce 
and that the news from the fleets has 
warranted an advance of twenty to 
twenty-five per cent. so far, with a 
still greater increase in prices probable 
in the near future. Not only is the 
catch poor, but as the recent fire at 
Key West destroyed the stock there, 
together with the facilities for packing, 
the prospects are that no material in- 
crease in the spot supply will be ob- 
tainable for some time tocome. The 
scarcity of Florida sponges has in- 
creased the demand for Cuban sponges 
and these too are becoming scarce and 
are advancing in sympathy.

VICTORY OF THE ISINGLASS IM- 
PORTERS. 

The much looked for decision in the 
half a dozen isinglass cases has at last 
been announced, and as anticipated, is 
in favor of the importers. The charge 
therefore, of wilful undervaluation, 
has no foundation in fact, and the day 
of raising invoices on this article has 
gone. The American manufacturers 
ought to be satistied with the thorough 
investigation which closed for good last 
week, as they were given every oppor- 
tunity to meet the convincing argu- 
ments advanced on the other side. 
The warfare commenced in the autumn 
of 1888 and has continued with re- 
markable tenacity until the present 
time, If the object of the American 
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manufacturers was to harass the im- 
porting interests by causing unneces- 
sary delay in having the dispute set- 
tled, they certainly accomplished their 
design, as the uncertainty handicapped 
the importers and prevented the usual 
movement of goods. The embargo 
has been lifted however, and a general 
resumption of business is the result. 
Considerable expense and loss were 
entailed, but the importers preferred 
to face the music and maintain a repu- 
tation for upright dealing with the 
Government. They had a principle at 
stake and knowing they were right, 
sought a vindication which was slow 
but surein coming. A change of ad- 
ministration at the appraisers’ stores 
furnished the opposition with fresh 
ammunition and the complainants 
were about to be favored, when an 
active protest from the other side gave 
a new phase to the controversy, with 
the above result. The bone of conten- 
tion was the difference in the cost of 
manufacture between this country and 
Europe, but all that the appraisers 
had to do was to find out the actual 
market value at the place of export 
and not what one or two favored 
parties could buy at. It being demon- 
strated that anyone could purchase 
isinglass abroad at the same prices 
specified in the invoices, no further 
testimony was really necessary. It is 
to be hoped that the struggle is ended 


for good, 
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IS THE DISCRIMINATING DUTY TO 
BE RESTORED? 


Since the discriminating duty of ten 
per cent. on goods of East India pro- 
duction, but imported from ports west 
of the Cape of Good Hope, was re- 
moved, certain importers and dealers 
have discovered that so far as being an 
advantage to them the act repealing 
the special duty has placed them ina 
very unsatisfactory position. England, 
they claim, is made a great storehouse 
for the United States, from which 
goods can be drawn within fourteen 
days, and as the English dealers are 
thus given two markets, they have the 
advantage of disposing of their sur- 
plus stocks here while realizing full 
profits at home. In other words the 
complaint is that the English houses 
use the American market fora dump- 
ing ground selling at any price so long 
as they can sustain their home market, 
while the American importers are un- 
able to compete and are steadily losing 
their trade. This was illustrated in 
the gambier market recently, when, 
prices having been worked up to a 
profitable figure by the domestic deal- 
ers the market was broken by 
a few steamer lots sent over 
from London. This competition is 
felt most inSthe interior markets where 
goods are now laid down by English 
houses at alinost the same prices that 
they cost the New York, Philadelphia 
or Boston importer to bring here direct. 

Some time since an effort was made 
by the Philadelphia importers to have 
the discriminating duty reimposed but 
lacking the support of the importers 
of New York and other Atlantic ports 
it failed of its object. The Philadel- 
phia importers, however, did not aban- 
don their scheme. They seem to have 
felt the effects of English competition 
more than the importers elsewhere in 
the country, and, if rumor is correct, 
they are responsible for the bill intro- 
duced in the Senate last February by 
Senator Gorman, of Maryland. At 

any rate they have expressed the most 
unqualified approval of the Senator’s 
efforts to ameliorate the condition of 
the East India importing trade of 
this country, and have endeavored 
to secure the co-operation of others by 
circulating for their signatures a circula

ed is of the greatest advantage to them. 
Considering these circumstances it is 
doubtful if sueh a measure as that 
introduced by Mr. Gorman would 
prove acceptable to the majority of 
those interested in the East India trade.

BY-PRODUCTS OF TALLOW. 


Red saponified oil has advanced in 
price lately owing to Western supplies 
being concentrated by a soap manu- 
facturer, and the fact that candle fac- 
tories will soon close for the summer 
and thus stop production until next 
autumn. It is claimed that soap 
makers who discarded red saponified 
oil for substitutes are now returning 
to the use of the former. The inside 
quotation for lots of fifty to one hun- 
dred barrels is forty-five cents per 
gallon. There has been somewhat 
more inquiry lately. Elaine or dis- 
tilled oil is generally supposed to bea 
substitute for saponified oil, but the 
demand is not sufficient to give the 
market a steady basis and values are 
nominal. The low price of tallow and 
accumulating stocks of stearic acid 
have caused a decline in the latter 
article, the first grade being offered at 
twelve cents per pound and second 
quality at ten and eleven cents. Con- 
siderable acid is exported while do- 
mestic consumption is about on the 
same. The closing of the candle fac- 
tories soon, has no effect on values. 
Raw glycerine, another by-product of 
tallow, is always in good request and 
commands eight cents per pound for 
twenty-seven degrees. The heaviest 
demand is from refiners and nitro- 
glycerine manufacturers. The pro- 
nounced downward tendency in the 
tallow market is causing genuine sur- 
prise in the trade. Some _  spec- 


ulative holders who had confidence in 
the market when it was hovering 
about five cents and loaded up with 
the expectation of a reaction in values, 
are still living in hopes of getting part 
of their money back. 


THE ALCOHOL POOL, 


Seventy-one distillers, out of a total 
membership of 91, were present at the 
Chicago meeting of the Western Ex- 
port Association last week, and by 
unanimous vote expelled a distiller of 
Pekin, IIl., from the association for the 
violation of every written agreement. 
A boycott has been ordered'against the 
offending member and against all oth- 
er persons who purchase goods from 
him. This may prove a severe penalty 
to the ostracized distiller; the doors of 
the association will also be closed 
against him in the future, as confidence 
once betrayed is long remembered, It

THE FUTURE OF CINCHONA BARK. 


An authority on cinchona barks, 
whose former statements, have been 
generally accepted and relied wpon, 
ventures to predict the future course 
of the market and in a brief review 
sent us, he gives it as_ his 
opinion from close observation, that 
the exports of barks from Colombo 
will gradually fall off and show a de- 
crease at the end of this year, but the 
deficiency, it is claimed, will be partly 
wade up from other sources, princi- 
pally from the south of India and Java. 


The trade may expect during the year 


aconsiderable quantity of cultivated 
barks from Bolivia containing three to 
six per cent. quinine, says this same 
authority; advanced prices are inevi- 
table, it is claimed, and they are likely 
to remain on a higher basis until the 
better values result in more at- 
tention to the native cinchona trees 
of South America. As these are all 
the facts upon which a hetter market 
is based, we fail to see where the pre- 
diction amounts to anything. As an 
advocate of higher prices, he should be

If the opinion is based on theory, the 
prediction will be accepted for what it 


is worth. Java barks continue to im- 
prove in quality and increase in quan- 
tity, but not to any important extent; 
it is said that the succirubra and cali- 
saya barks from Java, ‘“‘far surpass 
anything of the kind that the London 
market can produce.” 

Amsterdam is put forward asa strong 
competitor of London in the matter of 
bark sales, and the former is said to 
have greatly advanced in popularity 
during the last year when the German 
and American factories bought con- 
stantly at Amsterdam on account of 
the facilities afforded by its favorable 
situation.

TEXTILE MILLS ON THE DEFEN- 
SIVE 


The suggestion in last week’s issue of 
the REPORTER, concerning the organ- 
ization of capital to meet organized 
labor, has since been illustrated by the 
announcement of a substantial organi- 
zation of the textile industries of New 
England. It extends over Rhode 
Island and Connecticut and includes 
thus far forty-nine woolen and cotton 
mills.

All the cotton 
mills in Maine, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts also formed an associa- 
tion last week for the same purpose 
aud for mutual insurance against 
labor disturbances; the latter feature

WHAT CONSTITUTES A MARKET 
PRICE? 

This question is frequently discussed 
in trade circles, while buyers and sell- 
ers continue to agree to disagree, like 
the doctors. A holder of goods is heard 
to remark sometimes that he will make 
or break a market, but a sinister mo- 
tive will generally be found prompting 
such an action; he may be anxious to 
concentrate stocks, be forced to realize 
on his holdings or has in view an at- 
tempt to drive out competition. The 
prices named by an individual seller 
when lower than the quotations of all 
other sellers, should not te considered 
the regular market price of an article; 
the common law of usage that the 
majority should rule is applicable to 
trade markets, There is always a 
cause for special prices and when 
quoted they should be recognized as 
exceptional rather than the legitimate 
value. Quality, quantity, brand and 
terms should all be considered in de- 
termining the true market; a buyer of 
a small lot cannot expect to be favored 
to the same extent as his competitors 
who purchase in bulk or in a round 
way; neither can he expect favoritism 
on thirty, sixty or ninety days time, 
when other buyers pay spot cash. Some 
brands of goods having a reliable 
reputation after being established 
many years may be quoted higher 
than other younger and comparative- 
ly unknown brands, but the fact that 
the latter are offering cheaper does not 
make it necessary that the higher 
priced goods should be ignored in 
arriving at a market quotation, or 
vice versa. A distinction should also 
be made in quoting merchandise in 
bond, in store, on dock, orto arrive; as 
prices differ acc8rding to the position 
of the goods, the market value is fixed 
accordingly. Sometimes brokers are 
unintentional wreckers of a market by 
soliciting bids below the regular 
schedule and without authority; they 
lead buyers to imagine that values are 
going lower and the latter by their 
talk and hesitation to operate actually 
precipitate prices.

RUSSIAN REFINING INTERESTS. 


A brokerage firm of this city claims 
to have had a private peep at the 
annual report of the Nobel Company, 
of Russia, for 1885. According to this 
statement the great Russian oil mon- 
opoly is in a bad condition financially. 
The Nobel Company completely over- 
shadows all the small concerns at 
Baku and is the Standard of the old 
world. We quote from a circular 
issued by the firm in question the fol- 
lowing paragraphs : 

Rumors have occasionally been circulated 
that Russian refiners were doing a losing busi- 
ness and an examination of the Nobel state- 
ment does not indicate a very prosperous 
condition of the Russian petroleum industry, 
though it does not imply that under different 
management of prices the business would be 
necessarily unprofitable, 

By this company’s showing it made an ap- 
parent profit of 2,000,000 roubles in 1885, but 
analysis shows that its increased assets are 
largely in petroleum products on hand, esti- 
mated at a value that previous sales do not 
warrant, aud which if properly estimated would 
surely wipe out the apparent surplus. The 
statement shows the company’s indebtedness 
to be 7,408,999 roubles, against which it held 
products on hand, 4,180,000 rubles; bills re- 
ceivable, 1,604,000; cash, 305,000; total, 6,089,000 
roubles. 

The indebtedness last year increased 1,500,000 
roubles, and the cash on hand December 31, 
1885, was 985,000 roubles less than December 31, 
1884. The Nobel Company contemplate issuing 
4,000,000 rubies second mortgage bonds. The 
6,000,000 roubles first mortgage bonds were 
purchased by a Berlin syndieate early in the 
winter of 1883-4 at about 92. 

These statements are of course to be 
received with the usual allowances. It 
is evident that Russian refiners, es- 
pecially the Nobels, are not making 
much money on their speculation.

The Carnegies of Pittsburg have leased the 
Crimona mine in the Shenandoah Valley, Vir- 
ginia, for a term of seven years, at the reported 
price of $200,000. They are mining about 3,000 
tons of manganese ore per month. The mine 
is the largest of its grade inthe world. The ore 
shows an average of 55 per cent of metallic 
manganese and 85 per cent binoxide. 


Much interest is manifested in the bill recent- 
ly introduced into the House of Representa- 
tives by Mr. Hewitt, to create a Court of Cus- 
toms and to provide for the speedy trial of 
customs revenue cases. The bill is substantially 
that prepared and recommended by the Tariff 
Commission in 1883, and is not, as has been 
supposed, a suggestion of the Treasury De- 
partment.

its freedom from cinnamic acid is in its favor 
rather than against. 


A dispatch from Pittsburg, Pa., says: ‘Glass 
manufacturers here report a boom in domestic 
glassware, caused by the great strike in Bel- 
gium, which they claim has curtailed the for- 
eign preduction fully 60 per cent. In England, 
prices advanced ten shillings. In this country 
there has been an advance of 5 per cent in the 
last few weeks, and higher rates are predicted 
in the near future, All the factories are run- 
ning full.” 


Mr. H, M. Wynkoop has met with great suc- 
cess as traveling salesman for F. W. Devoe & 
Co., since he became connected with the house 
at the first of the year. His many years of ex- 
perience as representative of Giidden & Joy, of 
Cleveland, and Glidden, W, Joy & Co., of Bos- 
ton, has laid the foundation for a very useful 
business career.

He was the author of several 
works, prominent amongst which was “Notes 
on the Chemistry of Iron.” 


The “call” on oleomargarine and butterine, 
commenced at the New York Mercantile Ex- 
change on Wednesday last was abandoned on 
Thursday in a somewhat abrupt manner, ow- 
ing, it is said, to some sort of a threat made 
that politicians and salaried commissioners 
were about to call for an investigation of the 
practice. In the meantime, members of the 
Exchange who deal in the substitutes do not 
appear to be getting any return for thoir 
money, or a fulfilment of the promises under 
which they were taken in,

The Buffalo druggists’ excise license fees 
were finally brought up before the Board of 
Excise Commissioners last week. The commit- 
tee appointed by the druggists to argue for a 
reduction in the fee was heard, and upon the 
suggestion of the Mayor the matter was held 
over until information about the operation of 
the excise laws upon druggists in other cities 
can be had. It was stated that the fees charged 
in that city are a third higher than in Roches- 
ter, Syracuse, Albany and Brooklyn, In Phila- 
delpnia and Pittaburg no local excise tax is 
imposed upon retail druggists, and in Chicago, 
where saloon licenses cost $50, the druggists 
pay the nominal fee of $1. 


The charges made against the special treas- 
ury agents stationed at this port of having 
searched one of the German steamers without 
authority and having locked up the purser in 
his stateroom, seem likely to develop a custom 
house scandal equal to that of the appointment 
of Sterling as weigher last year. The special 
agents have taken steps to defend themselves 
against the charges. They have shows the act- 
ing secretary of the treasury that in the first 
place they did not search the steamer without 
authority, and ic the second place, that they 
did not lock the purser in his stateroom or in 
any way exceed their powers. 

The House Committee on Commerce, in re- 
porting favorably the Drummers’ Tax bill, says 
that certain laws in Jifferent States, Territories 
and the District of Columbia, imposing license 
fees on commercial travellers from other States, 
seem to discriminate against citizens and pro- 
ducts of other States, and that in the confusion 
of such laws the free interstate commerce, 
which is designed under the constitution, is in- 
terfered with and restrained. The committee 
concede the right of a state to tax its citizens 
engaging in any business, but deny that the 
State has the right to lay a duty upon importa- 
tion from one State into another under the 
name of a license tax or penalty. 


A substance as hard and brilliant as celluloid, 
but fire proof, has been prepared. Toa solu- 
tion of 200 parts casein, 50 parts of ammonia 
and 400 of water are added 240 parts of quick- 
lime, 150 parts of acetate of alumina, 50 parts of 
alum, 1200 parts of sulphate of lime and 100 
parts of oil, the latter to be mixed last. When 
the mags has been well kneaded and made into 
a smooth paste it is passed through rollers to 
make sheets of the desired thickness, which are 
dried and pressed into heated metallic molds, 
or they may be reduced to powder and putinto 
molds and subjected to strong pressure. The 
objects are then dipped into a bath of water 
100 parts, white glue six parts, phosphoric acid 
ten parts, and then dried, varnished and pol- 
ished with shellac. 

The trademark on 8 certain brand of chewing 
gum forms the subject of litigation begun in 
the United States Circuit Court of Cleveiand, 
O., last week. The petitioners are Adams & 
Sons, of Brooklyn, N. Y., who state that they 
began the manufacture of a quality of gum 
known as “Sappota Tolu” in 1884, and a year 
later had a trade mark for that brand register- 
ed. They charge that last February Charles T. 
Heisel, of this city, began the manufacture of 
chewing gum known as “Elastic Tolu” and 
closely imitated their trade mark. The imita- 
tion is said to be an infringement, and in addi- 
tion to an award of damages Adams & Sons ask 
for an injunction to prevent Heisel from con- 
tinuing the use of the contested label. 


A Pomona man recently visited Death valley, 
and according to the Times-Courier he brought 
back with bim a quantity of specimens of fine 
looking ore and two bottles filled with sample 
waters from the hot springs of the Amargosa 
valley which he is going to test; samples of 
shellac wood, petrified oysters and clams, 
“Joshua wood,” from which paper is largely 
manufactured; lava of various colors picked 
from the crater of an extinct volcano, borax of 
lime, borax of soda, pure rock galt, fine mar- 
ble, amastodon’s bone and tusks dug from the 
bowels of the earth, and a curiously symmetri- 
cal stone that surely is the handiwork of man, 
which he dug from the sixth layer of astratified 
formation in Death valley, forty varieties of 
porphyry anda petrified turtle three feet long. 


The James bill to permit commercial travel- 
ers to sell goods by sample to dealers without 
paying local licenses was favorably reported to 
the Hovse last week by Mr. Caldwell, of Ten- 
nessee, from the Committee on Commerce. 
The report says it is not conceded that a State 
has the right to levy duties upon importations 
from another State under the name of license 
tax or penalty. Although not discriminating 
in favor of residents, such taxes are in conflict 
with the constitutional power of Congress to 
regulate commerce between the States. Decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court are quoted sustain- 
ing the authority of Congress to enact such a 
law, and attention is called to the fact that 
contracts for sales made by commercial trav- 
elers are not consummated within the State 
where made. Such gales are not taxed when 
made through the mail by sample, &c., and 
there is no reason why they should be taxed 
when made by commercial travelers. 


The suit of Janeway & Co.,of New Brunswick, 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad, in which 
$200,000 damages are claimed, was given to the 
jury in the Philadelphia Federal court last 
week and the jury returned a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $179,806 89 for loss of both property 
and trade, The suit was the result of the well- 
remembered collision at New Brunswick on 
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the morning of February 7, 1885, of an oil and 
& freight train. The oil took fire anda blazing 
stream swept down the neighboring streets. In 
its course it set fire to Janeway’s extensive 
wall paper factory which was burned to the 
ground. The firm presented a claim of $164,- 
806 89 for actual loss by the destruction of their 
mill, material, machinery, &c. The balance of 
the $209,880 claimed is for the estimated profite 
ofthe business last year, which the fire pre- 
vented. The main defense was that the wall 
paper company might have prevented at least 
the entire destruction of their building. 


A Paris cablegram of April 23 says: Ths 
firm of Messrs. Dreyfus tn 1869 concluded a 
contract for the purchase of 2,000,000 tons of 
Peruvian guano, the “Societe Generale” and 
M. Premeel agreeing to furnish the necessary 
funds on condition that they should receive 40 
per cent. of the profits. Owing to the seizure 
by the Chillians of the guano beds a lawsuit 
ensued between the contracting Parties, The 
Court of Appeals non-suited the “Societe 
tenerale” and M. Premsel on various Pointe, 
without, however, admitting all the demands 
of the Messrs. Dreyfus, and declared in prinei- 
ple that the contracting parties were obliged to 
furnish the necessary funds to insure the exe- 
cution of the convention. The court adjudged 
therefore, that the Messrs. Dreyfus are liable 
for their share of the capital—namely, fifteen 
million francs, or a quarter of the joint Capi- 
tal, the “Societe Generale” to Pay another 
quarter and M. Premeel the remaining half. 


The clause of the Hewitt-Morrison consoli- 
dated tariff bill in regard to coverings, is re- 
garded as the most important administrative 
Provision of the bill so far asthe revenue is 
concerned, and essential to fair and orderly 
tariff administration. Its purpose js to secure 
the assessment of duties upon substantially the 
same basis as is believed was intended to be 
established by the section that it repeals and 
upon which the Government had levied duties 
prior to the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Oberteuffer case. If enacted, it is believed 
that it will accomplish the result and afford a 
just, safe and uniform rule for the assessment 
of duties on all packed merchandise, save vast 
trouble to all concerned, prevent litigation, 
and secure the revenue from immense loss 
consequent upon the decision mentioned, The 
effect of this decision is tu reduce materially, 
but in an irregular and uncertain manner, the 
duties upon all merchandise subject to ad valo- 
rem rates and to afford advantage to those im- 
porters who are least scrupulous.

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A correspondent, writing from Tiflis to a Lon- 
don journal, says that overproduction in the 
Caucasian petroleum trade has brought about 
a considerable depression of prices latterly,and 
strenuous efforts are being made now to find 
new markets for the output. An agreement 
has been arrived at between the management 
of the Transcaucasian Railway, the Russian 
Steamship and Trading Association, and the 
Austro-Hungarian Danube Navigation Com- 
yany, by which the transport of petroleum will 
be substantially facilitated. The Danube 
Navigation Company is about to order a num-~ 
ber of cistern steamers for the Danubian 
traffic, which will discharge their cargoes at 
Sulina. 

The Ohio oil fields are not looking so brightly 
as they did a couple of months ago. The whole 
southern part of the state had worked itself 
into the belief that it was an oil field all by 
itself, and second to none in the world. But 
ita oil deposits have been found to be so irreg- 
ular, as in the case of Lima, Findlay and other 
points, that there at present seems no such 
probability as that a promising production can 
ever be elevated in the state. At Lima the oil 
is found in the top of a slate formation at 1,200 
feet below the surface of the level lands, but 
the oil is not distributed in anything like 
“equality,” and boring therefore becomes ex- 
tremely hazardous.—Warren Paragraph. 


The Thayer well at Washington is the best 
thus far developed in that field. It was opened 
on Good Friday. The well started in at the 
rate of 1,700 bblsa day. This is the best well in 
the field and was found where least expected. 
It shows where Thayer No. 1 and Gordon No. 1 
got their backing. The well is hemmed in on 
three sides by small wells. It is not only an 
emphasis of the spotted character of the field, 
but demonstrates that some of the tattoo 
marks are richer and some poorer than others. 
There are in the field seven other wells doing 
more than 100 barrels per day, namely: The 
Smith No. 1, 375; Gordon No. 1, 115; Manifold, 
120; Thaper No. 1, 140; Miller and Guffey, 112;

Captain Todd, of the steamer Sarah Ann, 
which recently arrived at Galway after a 
stormy Atlantic voyage, reports an experi- 
ment with oil which greatly relieved the strain 
on his ship. In a communication to the United 
States Hydrographic Office he states that when 
his decks were about to be swept by very 
heavy seas oil bags were put over each side of 
the ship, and the difference made by the oll on 
the force of the waves was at once perceptible, 
the water coming on deck being not more than 
one-third the quantity previously observed, 
Captain Todd’s experiment is an interrest'ng 
corroboration of the argument which the 
Herald has for several years pressed in favor 
of the advantages of fighting an angry ocean 
with a little oil.—_New York Herald. 


An Associated Press dispatch from Chicago 
says: “It is stated on reliable authority that 
John D. Rockefeller, of Cleveland, has gone to 
New York to confer with several Eastern cap- 
italists in regard to lifting the mortgage debt 
on the Chicago University with the view of re- 
establishing it on a firm and substantial basis, 
Mr. Rockefeller is said to be particularly inter- 
ested in a young professor named KR. L. Harper 
at present connected with the Morgan Park 
Theological Seminary as Professor of Hebrew. 
Mr. Rockefeller is reported as having ex- 
pressed a lively interest in the institution, and 
if he decides to invest his money in saving it 
from bankruptcy, will insist on Professor Har- 
per being made the president of the corpora- 
tion. The names of the New York gentlemen 
who will be requested to assist Mr. Rockefeller 
in saving the university could not be ascer- 
tained but are said to be very prominent in 
Baptist circles in the metropolis.”

‘been a fearful casualty. Burning oil was 
‘thrown over 150 feet in the air and to a great 
‘distance. The car and 300 feet of loading rack 
‘were destroyed, involving a loss to the pipe 
fine of $1,000.—Bradford Era.

A new window glass company has been or- 
ganized by James A, Wells, secretary of the 
Bellaire Co.,and Samuel Tappan, cutter at the 
same works, and they have accepted a proposi- 
vion from the Board of [rade at Findlay, O., to 
locate there, the town donating the site. It is 
to be a co-operative company, and Findlay will 
furnish the new company with fuel for three 
years. 
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Defending Oleomargarine in Phila- 
delphia. 

A meeting of produce merchants and otbers 
friendly to the sale of oleamargarine, suene 
and other imitations of butter, was held at the 
rooms of the Philadelphia Produce Exchange 
last week when action for the protection of the 
butterine interests was taken. 

John 8. Worman called the meeting to order, 
which then effected an organization by the 
election of the following: President, W. J. 
Drennen; Vice President, W. J. Turner: Secre- 
tary, W. A. Miller, and Treasurer, Jobn Jami- 
son. Mr. Drennen, in stating the objects of the 
meeting said: “1 hardly know whether I am io 
favor of the so-called imitation article or not. 
At first I was opposed to it but I found it was 
necessary to handle it.” 

Thomas Callaban stated that in dairies a large 
amount of unnecessary coloring matter was 
used, and this substance was usually oleo or 
oil. 

None of the dealers present thought a law 
prohibiting the sale of butterine was just, 
though all agreed that the material should not 
be sold as genuine. A committee was then ap- 
pointed by the president to interest the pro- 
duce men in the movement. The committee 
consists of W. J. Turner, John Jamison, W. A. 
Miller, Charles Craighead and W. J. Drennen. 
A committee, Messrs. Philip McManus, D. H. 
Garrett and Thomas Callahan, was appointed 
to secure counsel. 
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A Decision as to Second-hand Pe- 
troleum Barrels. 

To the question whether such petroleum bar- 
rels, of American origin and intended for re- 
transmigsion, which have during the time of 
their being in Germany been filled with Rus- 
sian petroleum or other liquids are capable of 
being returned, the authorities have given a 
reply in the negative. The reason why such 
barrels are not to be refilled with refined pe- 
troleum is that the smell and quality of the oil 
would guffer.—Kulhlows German Trade Review.

Captain Eden, of the British schooner Storm 
King, bound from Utilla to New Orleans, re- 
ports on Thursday, March 11, passing over a 
submarine mineral oil spring, bubbling and 
rippling all around the vessel,and extending 
out over 150 to 200 yards. This was in latidude 
25 deg. 48 min. north, longitude 86 deg. 20 min. 
west, about 250 miles southeast of the passes. 
At 11A.M.they were over the spring proper 
and at 11:30 A. M, outside the c'rcumference of 
the oil circle. It is supposed that this spring is 
the oil cargo of a foundered vessel, which, 
breaking through the casks,caused this peculiar 
marine freak, or that it may be a natural phe- 
nomenon—Scientific Amer.

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Mineral Products of Louisiana. 

A correspondent in writing to the New Or- 
leans Times- Democrat about the mineral pro- 
ducts of that State, says: 

It isa tradition both from Indians and old 
settlers, that lead was once found in great 
abundance in north Louisiana. It has been 
found in Sabine, Claiborne, Jackson and Union 
parishes, but it is not yet known whether in 
paying quantities. I have seen specimens of 
large and very pure galena. 

Copper is said to be found in Union and Sa- 
bine parishes. 

Carbonate of lime is found in many of the 
upland parishes, stratified in some places, in 
others boulders of huge size. In the bed of 
Lake Bistencau it is foundin strata. At King’s 
salt works, in Bienville parish, there is a bed of 
cretaceous limestone 200 feet thick. A mile 
distant is a variety of carbonate of lime, white, 
and so soft it can be cut with a handsaw, and 
yet indurates by expcsure to nearly the hard- 
ness of marble. Near Bayou Sara isa variety 
of silicious limestone. good for building. Near 
the salt works in Lake Bisteneau is a bed of 
dolomite, valuable for cement and making 
epsom salts by boiling in the bitum of the salt 
works close at hand; and last, but not least, 
Col. Sam Houstwun’s marble deposits in Winn 
parish. 

Marl on the Ouachita, Bayou Pierre, Sabine, 
Saline Bayou, and in Calcasieu and many other 
points. 

Fine clay in St. Mary aud St. Tainmany, pot- 
ter’s clay in nearly all the uplands, kaolin (de- 
composed feldspar) in abundance and pure 
quality in Sabine, near the Touro; also found 
in Catahoula and elsewhere. 

Gypsum, in Ouachita and iu the saline basins 
of north Louisiana. 

Soda, in Calcasieu, Sabine, DeSoto and Nat- 
chitoches. 

Salt is found and worked at Lake Bisteneau, 
King’s, Rabum, Draker; on the Saline bayou in 
Winn parish, artesian well 600 feet deep, the 
saliferous stratum of sand is about two feet 
thick. The wells were generally from twelve 
to twenty feet deep. Avery’s Island salt is well 


known. 
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Lubricating Oil in Illinois. 


Sam Galey, of Galey Brothers, just returned 
from St, Louis. Mo., says a Rocbester, Pa., cor- 
respondent of the Pittsburg Com. Gaz., says 
there are nine wellsin all near Leechfield, IIl., 
about forty m‘les east of St. Louis. Of the 
nine wells six are oil wells, of which five pro- 
duce four barrels of oil per day collectively, 
and the other one about three barrels. The 
other three wells are gas wells and are de- 
scribed by Mr. Galey as being about the size of 
the Grazier wells at Remington, Allegheny coun- 
ty,which are so small that no notice is paid them 
any more. The operators name is George Van- 
fleck. The nine wells are located within a 
radius of about 100 acres, Territory is cheap 
but Mr. Vanvieck is not taking up much. The 
oil is heavy and black, resembling tar ir ap- 
pearance, and according to Mr. Galey is the 
finest lubricating oil yet discovered; it is of 32 
deg. gravity and selis for $4 per barrel at the 
wells. 

A faint odor of petroleum is noticeable in it. 
It is found at a depth of 666 feet and 600 feet of 
casing is required in drilling a well. There is 
a 6-foot vein of coal found at a depth of 550 
feet, and while seeking for a vein still lower 
down this vein of oil was discovered by Mr. 
Vanvieck eight years ago. It filled the hole 
and has flowed into the coal bank ever since, 
completely filling it and turning it into a huge oil 
tank, in which now Mr. Galey thinks there are 
thousands of barrels of ol]. The Chicago, Bur- 
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lington and Quincy railroad have the bank 
leased for a handsome consideration and use 
the oil for car wheel grease, dipping it out as 
they need it. 

The three gas wells are now supplying 100 
fires. For a cook stove the charge is $3 50 per 
month and for a grate and heating stove $2. 
There is no attempt at Opposition. Upon being 
asked whether he regarded the prospects of a 
fleld in that vicinity as being good, Mr. Galey 
said he did not think it would ever amount to 
much. Mr. Vanvieck is at present putting 
down a well which he will drill to a depth of at 
least 1,000 or 1,100 feet. He is now down 900 and 
has found a thick stratum of limestone in 
which theres a small vein of salt wate. This 
well is cased ata depth of 800 feet. When Mr. 
Galey left there the drillers were fishing for a 
bit which they had lost in the limestone hole. 
No other wells are being drilled at present. 
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Pittsburg’s Refineries Booming. 


The outlook among the refineries says the 
Pittsburg Com. Gaz. is at present more encour- 
aging than it has been for a number of years, 
The Standard has opened up their large cooper 
shop in the Eighteenth Ward, where an aver- 
age of 1,000 barrels are to be turned out each 
day. The finishing floor of the main shops 
alone employs over sixty coopers. The Crys- 
tal and Peerless oil works in the same ward are 
refining to their utmost capacity, in all about 
1,500 barrels per day. When it was learned that 
the Standard cooper shops had started, halfa 
dozen coopers of the Empire Refinery struck 
for $2 per day instead of $175. As their de- 
mands were not complied, they went to work 
at the Standard shops where the same labor is 
paid for by piece work. 

Oil Tanks and Storage Rates. 

When the tanks ata well are full a notice is 
sent to the agent of the pipe line, who prompt- 
ly sends a man with a gauge and certificates. 
After measuring the number of inches in the 
tank, he draws off all the oil the owner wants 
tosell. Then another measurement is taken 
and two certificates are made out. One is sent 
to the central office of the pipe line, and the 
other is given to the well owner. The stub re- 
maining in the book is filled in the same man- 
ner, showing the inches in the tank before and 
aftertherun. The company keeps a book in 
which is recorded the number of tank and its 
capacity in inches, and when the certificate is 
received the number of barrels‘drawn off is as- 
eertained and a credit for that amount less 2 
per cent for evaporation is given the well. 
Should there be more than one owner ofa 
well, each is given credit of the quantity in 
proportion to his share of the well. Certificates 
to the amount of one thousand barrels are 
then issued by the pipe company, and these 
pass between business men likeso much money, 
The only cendition is that they must be re- 
turned once in six months for renewal, other- 
wise double storage is charged. 

Storage for the first thirty days is free to the 
producer, but the purchaser gets but ten days. 
Storage charge is $i250 per month per one 
thousand barrels and the pipeage charge is 20 
cents per barrel, delivered at any principal 
shipping point. Like many other great corpo- 
rations, the pipe line companies were a thing 
of exceeding slow growth, marked by many 
failures and disappointments. Railroad com- 
panies were solidly arrayed against them, and 
in one case resorted to open warfare to keep 
them away from the cities. On one of the lines 
it was necessary to hang the pipes on a trestle 
belonging to the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. This action was promptly resented by 
the railroad and a large force of men was sent 
with instructions to destroy all pipes laid on 
company property. The pipe line likewise sent 
a Lody of men with instructions to lay the 
pipe at all hazards, For a few days open hos- 
tility was the order of the day. Sentries pa- 
trolled all the vantage posts armed with rifles 
and crow-bars; flank movements were made 
and numerous joints of pipe destroyed, only to 
be quickly relaid when the return charge was 
made. The battle was finally transferred to 
the courts, and to-day a pumping station stands 
where much oil and little blood was spilled. 


Petroleum Exports. 

A Pittsburg correspondent of Bradstreet’s 
takes exception to statements made by the 
United States consul! in Germany in relation to 
petroleum exporty. He says: 

The statement made by Consul Tanner of 
Chemnitz, that “the exports of petroleum from 
the United States to Europe have declined 
about 24 per cent, as compared with 1882, but 
through extension elsewbere in foreign Jands 
the increase has been 21 per cent, still leaving a 
net decline in the quantity exported,” is some- 
what misleading. Had the statement been lim- 
ited to illuminating oil there would have been 
no serious misstatement, yet it is not exactly 
fair to pick out 1882 as a comparative year, be- 
cause in that year the exports of refined were 
exceptionally large. 

There was more refined oll shipped to Eu- 
rope in 1885 than in 1884 o0rin 188]. It was in- 
deed about 24 per cent Jess than in 1882, but 
only about 4 per cent less than 1883. On the 
contrary, the amount of crude petroleum ship- 
ped to Europe has been materially increasing 
since 1881, as have lubricating oils and residuum 
also. The exports of crude petroleum to Eu- 
rope in 1885 were more than 78,000,000 gallons, 
and nearly 1(0 per cent more than the exporta 


of crude in 1882, The exports of lubricating 
oil to Europe in 1885 were more than 10,600,000 
gallons,and more than 100 per cent greater 
than like exports in 1882, Austria, France and 
Spain particularly have diminished their de- 
mand for illuminating oils, but have more than 
compensated for the difference in increased 
demand for crude. Shipments of illuminating 
oils have suffered more in the German trade 
than in any other, yet the exports of lubricat- 
ing oilto Germany in 1885 were nearly 300 per 
cent of such exports in 1882. 
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The New Oleomargarine Law in New 


Jersey. 

The following is a synopsis of the law passed 
at the current session of the New Jersey Leg- 
islature (chapter 84), to prevent deception in 
the sale of oleomargarine, butterine or any 
imitation of dairy products and to preserve 
the public health. It directs that the oleomar- 
garine, etc., must be kept in tubs, pails, boxes, 
firkins, vessels or other packages that are 
marked on the outside thereof and midway 
between the top and bottom with black paint, 
a band at least three inches wide extending 
completely around said vesse'; and every such 
vessel shall have legibly branded and burnt in 
by means of a branding iron on the outside of 
the cover and on the outside of said vesse! or 
package, in two places, as nearly opposite each 
other as possibie, the words ‘“‘oleomargarine,” 
“butterine,” “suine,” “imitation butter,” or 
“imitation cheese,” as the case may be, and 
said name shall be composed of Roman letters 
at least half an inch high and one-quarter 
broad, and the name ghall be ten inches long; 
and each vessel sball bear a label or brand giv- 
ing the name and address of the maker of the 
conteuts thereof and the name and location of 
the factory. Secondly—That oleomargarine, 
etc., shall not be sold in quantities less than 
the tub, firkin or package, unless the seller 
tells the buyer what he is buying, and also 
gives himacard at least six inches long and 
four wide, printed in English, in letters of at 
least the size known as two-line English, in 
black ink, notifying the buyer of the name 
ef the substance sold and the name and ad- 
dress of the seller. Thirdly—That oleomar- 
garine, etc., must not be colored with annatto 
or other coloring matter. The penalty for 
violating the foregoing provisions is one bun- 
dred dollars for the first and two hundred tor 
each subsequent offense. The act provides the 
proper proceedings to collect the penalty; pro- 
vides for the appointment of a State Dairy 
Commissioner, at $2,000 per annum and ex- 
penses to see that it is enforced, and empow- 
ers him to employ assistants. 
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The Bear Creek Oi) Refinery Burned. 


One of the worst oil fires that has visited 
Pitteburg for many years occurred April 20 at 
Coleman station on the Allegheny Valley rail- 
road. It entirely destroyed the extensive 
works of the Bear Creek Refining Company, 
entailing a less of $50,000. A large forest was 
set on fire and the steep hillside back of the re- 
finery became a mountain of flame. Thrilling 
situations and hairbreadth escapes from loss of 
life made the conflagration a most remarkable 
one, while the grandeur of the spectacle ascend- 
ed almost to sublimity. 

The origin of the fire was curious. Distillate 
was being run from the pump house into one 
of the large “agitators.’’ For some reason or 
other the pipes through which it passed became 
too hot. The little instrument by which the 
temperature of the furnaces and tubes is as- 
certained had been broken in the afternoon 
and there was no way to Jearn the degree of 
heat. It was at 5:30 P. m. that a tiny blue flame 
shot oct of the end of one of these pipes and 
leaped with lightning rapidity over to the other 
extremity. It was like “a hot breath of air,” 
as one of the workmen described it. Then, like 
a dart it dipped swiftly into the huge agitator 
tank. Another second the pointed dart of blue 
flame spread out to the furthest edges of the 
tank and changed to a circlet of fire. Then 
came a deafening explosion and burning oil 
was showered heavenwards in a pyramidical- 
shaped fountain, falling back in thousands of 
fire drips resembling in form wriggling ser- 
pents of flery liquid. 

This burning vil fell all over the extensive 
property of the company, and thusthe coufia- 
gration got its great start from the very out- 
start. Itseemed but five minutes until every- 
thing was ablaze. Two large frame buildings 
were set off by the innumerable torches from 
above. The largest of these was the warehouse 
for finished work. Its dimensions were 400x100 
feet and one story in heighth. The other was 
the new cooper-shop just completed, measur- 
ing 20Cx100 feet. [t was to have been put in 
operation this week. In these two buildings 
were 3,000 empty barrels, 1,500 of which had 
just been received from the County Work- 
house. There were also 200 barrels filled with 
oil. While the flames spread throughout both 
of these four oil tanks blazed and roared on the 
hillside above them, In these tanks were 3,000 
barrels of refined oil worth 7 cents a gallon. 
The liquid would run over the sides of the 
tanks and pour ariver of fire down over the 
buildings. Four acres of ground were all 
ablaze and the river bank was transformed 
into a fiery waterfall, its spray of flame hissing 
as 1t struck the water. 

Back of the works the hill rises to an altitude 
of 300 feet above the river. It is covered by 
woods, aud among the trees on the very sum-~ 
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mit are three large tanks containing 10,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil each. At 6:30 the forest took 
fire and the flames steadily crept upward to- 
wards the ridge. It was a sublime sight and 
from the middle of the river or the opposite 
shores resembled a spreading mountain fire. 
Superintendent Kirkpatrick started a relay of 
men up around the hill a mile further down 
the road and they cut down a row of trees, thus 
saving the 30,000 barrels of crude on the sum- 
mit from being poured down tho hillside ina 
flood of burning petroleum, The hewing of 
the trees stopped the fire in that direction. 

It was not until 8:15 that Engine Company 
No. 7 arrived from the city ty special train, 
By that time the buildings had all been ruined. 
and the firemen were in a quandary as to what 
todo. Playing on an oil fire with water is al- 
ways considered dangerous as well as useless, 
Still it was deemed advissble to pour water on 
the charred wooden supports of one of the 
burning tanks. To do this, a line of hose had 
to be hauled up the hill to a point above the 
fire. This was accomplished after half an 
hour’s hard work. The engine standing on the 
fiat car below started to pump. High up in the 
fire-lit forest, 200 feet above the railroad, the 
firemen and their assistants, fifteen in number. 
managed the nozzle. With their uniforms, 
rubber coats and red faves, they presented a 
picturesque group among the trees. Some of 
the more adventuresome worked their way 
down below the burning tanks. 

All at once there was a tremendous roar, fol- 
lowed by a mighty upheaval of fire as if the en- 
tire contents of a tank had been blown into the 
air. The water had run into one of the im- 
mense vessels and caused it to boil over. The 
result was alarming, but the spectacle was 
magnificent, A roaring mountain of flame 
leaped over 100 feet in the air and then fell 
back on the firemen and all over the forest. 
Trees took fire again and the brave fifteen 
found themselves in a forest of fire. Severai 
had their whiskers and eyebrows singed and 
faces slightly burned by the terrible heat of 
the “beil-over,” All took to their heels and 
ran for their lives. 

Thomas Albertson, the foreman,was knocked 
down and rolled clear to the foot of the hill, 
sustaining several bruises. It was impossible to 
live in the burning woods, and once out of it 
the men turned the hose on the trees and blaz- 
ing bushes. 

The benzine department of the works lay in a 
little valley to the north of the burning oil. 
One of the blazing tanks rested on three wood- 
en props only, These almost bu! ned away, and 
if they had given away the whole thing would 
have tilted and emptied its contents into the 
valley and set the two additional acres of ben- 
zine stills afire. This was very much feared 
and to protect the little valley horses, carts and 
laborers were set to work. and dirt and debris 
thrown together in a great dam at the head of 
the valley. 

The light of the fire was seen miles distant, 
while the pillar of dark, heavy smoke from the 
burning oil was visible in the twilight seven 
miles away, The Bear Creek Company is 
owned by Pittsburgers, of whom R. B. Camp- 
bell is the president. He says the loss is fully 
covered by insurance. The works was the 
largest independent concern here, had a ca- 
pacity of 700 barrels a day and employed sixty 
men. It took the entire output of barrels from 
the County W orkhouse and throws that insti- 
tution idle now. In 1682 the Bear Creek works 
were destroyed.— Pittaburg Com. Gaz. 
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The Sumatra Tobacco Controversy 
Still Unsettled. 

Attention has already been called in these 
columns to the threatened retaliation by the 
Netherlands Government. for the increased 
duty upon Sumatra tobacco made by the tariff 
ot 1883, by increasing the duty upon American 
petroleum, timber, &c. Additional correspond- 
ence upon the same subject has just been pub- 
lished, the gist of which upon the part of the 
United States is contained in a letter of Secre- 
tary Bayard to Mr. Bell, our Minister at the 
Hague, dated February 8, 1886, in which he 
says: 

“It is unfortunate that the impression should 
have eo largely gotten abroad in Holland that 
the Tariff act in this respect was iutended es- 
pecially to disfavor Sumatre tobacco, or that it 
permits the wrapper tobacco of other countries 
to enter at lower rates of duty.” The Secre- 
tary says, “Asa fact, wrapper and filler tobac- 
coes from Sumatra respectively enter the 
United States at the same rates of duty as wrap- 
pers and fillers from any other country what 
soever,” 

The substance of this letter was given by 
Minister Bell to the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
for the Netherlands, who astonished our Minis- 
ter by the production of a copy of the Con- 

gressional Record of February 14, 1883, contain- 
ing the Senate proceedings of the preceding 
day. On February 13 Senator Platt, of Connec- 
ticut, introduced as an amendment to the Tariff 
bill the present clauve of the tariff relating to 
leaf tobacco suitable for wrappers. Senator 
Jones, of Florida, sai’: “I am satisfied with it. 
I realized when we were in committee how 
difficult it was to incorporate a provision inte 
the bill which would exclude Sumatra tobacco 
without excluding Havana tobacco. I think 
this will obviate that difficulty.” Mr. Platt 
said: “It will not exclude Havana wrappers. 
That is the object of it.” 
t After some remarks by other speakers Mr. 
Bberman said; “We have treaty relations with 
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evidence of its width, the production and prom- 
ising developments at McKeesport, on the east, 
and Shousetown and vicinity, on the west, may 
be cited, while Little Washington in advance 
shows how it is extending southwestward.

The Sen- 
ator says we do not do it, and yet here on the 
floor of the Senate asks whether this is not in- 
tended to exclude the Sumatra tobacco, and 
another Senator says ‘Yes.’ Is that dealing ex- 
actly on the square with the Dutvh, who are a 
sturdy, gocd race?” 

In his reply to the letter of Mr. Bell relating 
the reference to the Record by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Secretary Bayard ignores the 

‘gtatements of the Record, and says: ‘‘It was 
the undoubted intention of Congress in fram- 
ing the present tariff of 1883 that wrapper to- 
bacco, which had within a few yearsonly begun 
to be imported in competition with the domes- 
tic growth,should pay a higher rate of duty than 
ordinary tobacco.” He declares that if any to- 
bacco not fit for wrappers compelled to pay duty 
as wrappers, or if foreign leaf suitable for wrap- 
pers is entered at the lower rate of duty, in 
either case it will be in order to seek fora rem- 
edy. The controvery is therefore no nearer a 
settlement than when first begun. 
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The Southern Oil Fields. 


A Pit.sburg brokerage firm have issued a 
little book entitled “The Southern Oil Fields.” 
The writer of the little book is doubtless in 
love with his subject. His enthusiasm crops 
out in many places, but through it all isan un- 
dercurrent of earnestness indicating that the 
author wrote from conviction. Plenty people 
may dispute with his facts and question the 
correctness of his deductions. The southern 
oil field, as that writer depicts it, covers a very 
wide area of territory; much of it no doubt will 
be found barren of oil. Here is what he says 
about it: 

Geographically it includes southwestern 
Pennsylvania, southeastern Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia and eastern Kentucky. The new field 
can be said to commence at a line drawn east- 
ward from the Thorn creek field to the Alle- 
gheny mountains, and westward from the same 
field to the Cincinnati axis. The line running 
eastward from Thorn creek will pass through 

‘the counties of Armstrong, Indiana and Clear- 
field, taking in allof Armstrong county south 
of Kittanning, almost all of Indiana and the 
southwestern tier of townships in Clearfield 
county. Westward this line will take in all of 
Beaver county, and in Ohio will pass through 
the counties of Columbiana, Stark, Wayne, 
etc. 

Geologically, it lies in the great synclinal 
trough of the Allegheny coal basin. The basin 
lies between the Allegheny mountains on the 
east and the Cincinnati axis or arch on the 
west, and extends from the lake regions in a 
southwesterly direction through to Tennessee, 
including within its boundaries western Penn- 
sylvania, eastern Ohio, West Virginia and east- 
ern Kentucky. 

The Cincinnati arch referred to enters the 
state of Ohio from the south at a point on the 
‘Ohio river a few miles east ot Cincinnati; it 
passes through the state in a northeasterly 
direction, and enters Lake Erie near the west- 
ern end of Sandusky bay. Tke “arch” is des- 
cribed by Prof. J. 8. Newberry as follows: “A 
great field of the strata raised at the close of 
the lower Silurian age, when it formed two 
islands, one in Tennessee, the other in Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, around which the more recent 
rocks were deposited on a sloping shore.” 

This same formation, the lower Silurian, 
comes to the surface inthe Allegheny moun- 
tains; from the mountains it dips to the west, 
from the ( incinnati arch it dips to the east, 
making the synclinal trough mentioned. Now, 
this same formation, the lower Silurian, is 
about 5,000 feet below the surface at Pittsburg: 
notwithstanding it comes to the surface at Cin- 
cinnati on the west, and the Allegheny moun- 
tains on the east, making the depression in the 
formation between the points named 5,000 feet. 

This basin bas a considerable dip to the south- 
west. The petroleum reportsin volume 10 of 
the United States census show that a section 
extending from Black Rock, on the Niagara 
river, in Eric county, N. ¥., to Pittsburg, Pa., 
distance 175 miles, bearing south, 20 degrees 
west, dip, as calculated from “Generalized V er- 
tical Section, Plate VIII.,” of same report, 
about 24 feet per mile. 

The report just quoted also gives the follow- 
ing data in regard to the dip of the third Ve- 
napgo oil sand: 

Tidioute, Warren county, Pa., to Clintonville, 
Venango county, Pa., bearing south 39 degrees 
west, distance 30}4 miles; dip, 19.7 feet per mile, 

Dogtown, Clarion county, to Herman station, 
Butler county, Pa., bearing south, 2] degrees 
west, distance 2854 miles; dip, 22.94 feet per 
mile. 

Tidioute, Warren county, Pa, to Herman 
station, Butler county, Pa., bearing south, 21 
degrees west, distance 62 miles; dip, 23 feet per 
mile, 

From the foregoing it will be seen that 24 
feet per mile is above the average of the dip of 
the basin to the southwest.

In Greene county, it crosses Ruff’s creek near 
the eastern line of Washington township; Ten 
Mile near the mouth of Brown’s Fork, and Dun- 
kard not far from Dent post office, Wayne 
township. It is so shallow at each of these 
Places that its existence was ascertained only 
by means of leveled lines, 

The Ninevah cynclinal crosses the Mononga- 
hela river near Six Mile ferry. It is very shal- 
low at this point, and continues so until it 
reaches the Washington counry line, from 
which point to the extreme southwest corner 
ofthe state, the trough is deep and very dis- 
tinct. 

It enters North Strabane township, Washing- 
ton county, at its northeastern corner, and 
passes out of it near Clokeysville, into South 
Strabane townsbip. It crosses the National 
road a little east from the village of Martins- 
burg, and enters Morris township near the 
point where Amwell, Morris and Franklin join. 
It passes almost directly through Prosperity. 
Here it is thrown eastward to coincide with the 
defiection of the Pinhook anticlinal, and enters 
Greene county about two miles east from its 
true line. In that county it crosses Brown’s

The Mansfield cynclinal crosses the Obio 
river near Nimick’s station, but it is very in- 
distinct.

In Washington county it crosses 
Miller’srunin Cecil township below Venice, 
the West fork of Chartier creek in Chartiers 
township at Connellsville, the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad about one mile west from the 
eastern line of Buffalo township, Robinson’s 
fork in West Finley about three miles below 
the village of Good Intent, and thence soon 
passes into West Virginia. It is exceedingly 
shallow everywhere. 

The Burgettstown cynclinal crosses the Ohio 
river at Hog Island. It is extremely shallow. 
It crosses Raccoon creek below the mouth of 
Tramp run, Big Traverse run near Keifer’s 
mill and reaches Washington county near 
Frankfort. South of this it is evidently shifted 
to the east and is well marked at the railroad, 
which it crosses at Burgettstown. Thistrough 
disappears southward, and cannot be found in 
the southern part of Smith township, nor in 
Croas creek township.

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On Viscosimetry.*

The viscosimeter designed by Mr. G. M Say- 
bolt, chemist to the Standard Oil Company of 
New York, is before you, and you will observe 
that the instrument consists essentially ofan 
oil cylinder of large diameter surrounded by a 
water bath of considerable capacity. The jet 
is of metal and is enclosed in a tube extending 
some distance below the orifice. Immediately 
above the jet the oil cylinder is contracted in 
size, and a portion is cut away on each side so 
as to expose an inner glasstube. At a corres- 
ponding level, g'ass windows are inserted in 
the walls of the water bath. Round the upper 
part of the oil cylinder is fitted an oil-tight gal- 
lery with raised edge, and above the platform 
of the gallery the oil cylinder is pierced witha 
number of small holes. In the use of the appa- 
ratus the bath is filled with water at the de- 
sired temperature, anda cork having been in- 
serted inthe mouth of the tube enclosing the 
jet, the oil cylinder is filled with the oils to be 
tested, until overfiow through the orifices re- 
ferred to occurs, and the gallery is thus also 
partially filled. The outflow of oil through 
the jet is prevented by the pressure of the air 
enclosed in the outer tube in the space between 
the cork and the jet. The oil is then stirred 
with a thermometer, the gallery taking the 
overfiow caused by the insertion of the inatru- 
ment, and ite temperature adjusted, if neces- 
sary. On withdrawing the thermometer, oil 
passes from the gallery into the cylinder 
through the orifices to replace that which has

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Overflowed. The gallery is then emptied by 
means of a pipette, the length of the oil col- 
umn in the cylinder thus being determined by 
the position of the circle of holes; the cork is 
withdrawn from the tube, a stop watch con- 
currently started, and the operator, looking 
through the window in the side of the water 
bath and through the glass tube forming the 
lower part of the oil cylinder, notes the time at 
which the oil level makes its appearance. 

The Saybolt viscosimeter is not, however, as 
at present constructed, suitable for use at very 
high temperatures, though at temperatures up 
to 200 deg. F. it gives very satisfactory results. 

For the determination of the viscosity of 
cylinder oils at 212 deg. F., Mr. F. W. Arvine 
has constructed the apparatus on the table, In 
this instrument the oil passes to the jet through 
a copper tube coiled in a bath in which water 
is kept ina state of ebullition, and the thor- 
ough heating cf the oil to the required tem- 
perature is thus insured. 

Dr. Lepenau’s “Leptometer,” which is used 
to some extent on the continet consists, as you 
see, of two similar metallic cylinders, placed 
vertically side by side ina water bath. Three 
pairs of interchangeable jets are provided 
which can be placed in orifices in the stop cocks 
at the bases of the cylinders. Both cylinders 
having been filled with a standard oil, a pair of 
jets of such size that the oilis delivered in 
drops is selected, and the jets are tested by 
noting whether the same number of drops iesue 
from each jet in agiventime, The standard 
Oil in one cylinder is then replaced by the oil to 
be tested,and the number of drops falling 
from the two cylinders respectively from one 
coincidence of dropping to the next coinci- 
dence is noted. 

The results are approximately correct when 
the oils are similar; but since the size of the 
drops varies in different oils, or with the same 
oilat different temperatures, and the size of 
the drop is therefore not necessarialy a meas- 
ure of the quantity of oil flowing through the 
orifice, this instrurnent does not yield compara- 
tive results with oils differing in character. 
Thus, to take an extreme case, I found that the 
number of drops of refined rape oil falling ina 
given time at a certain temperature, was the 
same as the number of drops of a particular 
mineral) oi], but the size of the drops of the rape 
oil was so much greater that 500 drops of the 
two oils weighed respectively 133.6 grains and 
95.8 grains. « 

I also ascertained that of the No. 2 jets, sup 
plied to me with the apparatus, one not only 
delivered rather a smaller number of drops in a 
given time,in the proportion of 27 to 28 (which is, 
IT understand, within the limits of error accepted 
by the makers), but also formed slightly larger 
drops, 500 drops delivered by this jet weighing 
in some cases as much as 12 grains more than a 
similar number of drops of the same oil falling 
from the other jet, under precisely similar con- 
ditions, 

It is evident that the rapidity of flow in the 
case of any of the instruments described de- 
pends to some extent upon the specific gravity 
of the oil. Hence an oil of high viscosity and 
high specific gravity compares less favorably 


with an oil of low viscosity and low specific. 


gravity, than it would if both oils were judged 
on the basis of viscosity only. As far as Iam 
aware the first published suggestion of an 
arrangement for eliminating differences due to 
specific gravity was made by Mr. W. P. Mason, 
of Troy, New York State. This gentleman de- 
scribed in the Chemical News of 3lst October, 
1884, an apparatus for determining viscosity, 
and proposed that the length of the column of 
the oil to be tested should be so adjusted as to 
be inversely proportional to the specific grav- 
ity, and shoula be maintained at this calculated 
length during the outflow of the standard 
quality.* Mr. Colin R. Strong, of Manchester, 
however, informs me that he had previously 
discussed with Mr. Napier, of Glasgow, the de- 
sirability of reducing the observed viscosity of 
an oil to a standard density, which, he thought, 
could best be done by calculation. Mr. Napier 
then prepared a sketch of an instrument, the 
oil cylinder of which was in two parts, con- 
nected by a flexible tube. The upper part was 
supported in such a manner that it could be 
adjusted at any given height on a fixed scale, 
and ite position was to be determined by the 
specific gravity of the oil. The movable part 
of the oil cylinder was provided with an over- 
flow pipe, and by the use of a reservoir with a 
stopcock it was intended to produce a continu- 
ous slight overflow during the experiment, so 
that the oil level should be maintained at the 
fixed point. Tam not aware that this instru- 
ment was constructed, for at this time Mr. 
Napier conceived the idea of taking the speed 
of a saddie wheel revolving in the oil asa 
measure of viscosity. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. Strong, I am enabled to place 
before you the first instrument  con- 
structed by Mr. Napier on this principle, 
With this viscosimeter, although it is but 
roughly made, I have obtained some fairly con- 
cordant results. I have also on the table the 
second instrument made and the latest pattern, 
in which, as you see, the paddi¢-wheel is at- 
tached toa vertical, instead ef a horizontal 
shaft, and the toothed wheels are kept above 
the surface of the oil. In the last model, a 
jacketed vessel to maintain the oil at a required 
teioperature, has, at my suggestion, been 
added. With both patter:s the measure of the

viecosity is the length of time occupied by the 
weight which drives the wheel in falling a 
«iven distance. Mr. Napier, however, proposes 
to add an index disc, connected with the paddle- 
wheel shaft, which will show the number of 
revolutions made by the paddle-wheel in a 
given time. The apparatus must be regarded, 
as not yet having passed through the experi- 
mental stage, but I have obtained some very 
promising results with it, and I am of opinion 
that for some purposes it will be found useful. 
The principal objection that I see to it is, that 
the conditions under which tho viscosity is 
determined are somewhat more complex than 
those which attach to the testing of viscosity in 
the ordinary manner, since we have, to a larger 
extent, the frictiun of oil against metal, as well 
as the unknown and variable quantity of the 
friction of the bearings and of the toothed 
wheels of the mechanism. It may, therefore, 
be somewhat difficult to construct a number of 
instruments in which the conditions of friction 
of fluid against metal, and metal! against metal 
are the same. On the other hand, oils contain- 
ing solid matter, (such as paraffin), in suspen- 
sion can certainly be tested far more satisfac- 
torily in such an apparatus than in an ordinary 
viscometer. 

I may here mention that McNaught’s testing 
machine, with which more than fifteen years 
ago I worked a good deal, although profcesedly 
made for the purpose of testing lubricating 
power, is really an instrument for measuring 
viscosity. The machine consists of two disce— 
the lower one provided with a raised head and 
attached to a vertical spindle revolving in 
bearings; the upper one resting on a pivot. 
The space between the two discs having been 
filled with the oil to be tested, the lower dise is 
caused to revolve ata given speed. The upper 
disc is prevented from partaking of the motion 
of the lower disc, communicated through the 
oil, by a projecting pin which comes into con- 
tact witha pendelum the extent of the pen- 
delum is removed from the perpendicular 
beingthe measure of the resistance of the oil. 


The instrument which I lastly propose to de- 
scribe is based upon the viscosimeter of Mr. 
Rumble. I have already pointed out the prin- 
cipal defects which I found this apparatus to 
possess, and I will now procced to explain the 
modifications which I have introductd. The 
instrument, as you see, consists of a silvered 
copper oil cylinder, about 1% in. in diameter, 
by about 34in.in depth, furnished with an 
agate jet. I have somewhat increased the 
length of the cylinder in order to work with 
the oil level some distance below tho top. In- 
stead of the cap. which forms the bottom of 
the cylinder, screwing in, it is a fixture; there- 
fore, variations due to differences in the thick- 
ness of the washer are eliminated. The exte- 
rior of the agate jet and of ita metal seating 
are made slightly conical, and the jet, having 
once been fixed in position, no dislodgement or 
breakage can occur, even when the apparatus 
is used at high temperatures. The copper bath 
which surrounds the oil cylinder is of such 
depth tbat the level of the bath liquid can be 
made to coincide with the oil level without any 
danger of overflow or splashing into the oil 
cylinder. A copper tube, closed at the lower 
end, projecting at an angle of 45 degrees from 
the side of the bath, neer the bottom, provides 
a@ means of heating the bath liquid, and by the 
use ofa revolving agitator, the heated liquid 
rising from the copper tube can be uniformly 
distributed through the bath. The agitator, 
which carries a thermometer to indicate the 
temperature of the bath, is so constructed that 
splashing is prevented. The oil cylinder is fur- 
nished with a copper stopper consisting of a 
small brass sphere attached to a wire, the 
sphere resting in a hemispherical cavity in the 
agate jet. A short standard, attached to the 
oil cylinder, carries a clip to support the ther- 
mometer in the oil. Inside the oil cup and ata 
short distance from the top is fixed a small 
bracket, terminating in an up turned point. 
This pointed bracket forms a gauge of the 
height of the oil level. similar to tbat which is 
provided in Sir Frederick Abel’s petroleum 
testing apparatus. In boring the agate jets, 
the greatest care is taken to make an orifice of 
the standard size; but very slight variations, 
only indicated by differences in the rate of flow 
of a liquid through the jet, are unavoidable 
and acorrection accordingly has to be made, 
This is affected by adjusting the position of the 
bracket, and therefore the length of the oil 
column, so that different instruments furnish 
concordant results. 

If the jets varied greatly in respect to size of 
orifice, this method of correction would proba- 
bly not be satisfactory, since I should then ex- 
pect to find that two instruments standardized 
with an oil of given viscosity would not fur- 
nish concordant results with oils of much 
greater or much less viscosity; but the neces- 
sary amount of correction is so small that I 
have not in practice found that apy objection 
attaches to the method adopted. 

The instrument is supported on a tripod 
stand, provided with levelling screws. Inthe 
use of the apparatus, a measured quantity of 
oil—50 cc.—is allowed to flow out. It therefore 
follows that in every experiment the operator 
starts and finishes with a column of oil ofa 
given length, and the results may therefore be 
regarded as the average of which would be ob- 
tained in aseries of experiments, with a head 
of oil maintained at any number of points be- 
tween the starting and the finishing points. 
Mr. Alfred H. Alien, who bas one of these vis- 


cosimeters in use, has however filled to the top 


ot the oil cylinder an air tight cap, carrying a 
tube passing down to a pcint some little dis- 
tance from the bottom of the cylinder, and is 
in this way enabled to maintain a given head of 
oil throughout the experiment. I have not 
myself experienced the need of this modifica- 
tion, but it may obviously be of value in cer- 
tain cases, since with its adoption any given 
quantity of the liquid, however small, flowing 
out in a given time, may be taken as the meas- 
ure of the viscosity, and a considerable saving 
of time in the testing of a viscous oil may be 
effected. Mr. Allen informs me that he finds 
the results afforded by the instrument in its 
original and modified forms strictly comp arable 

The instrument is employed in the following 
manner: The bath is filled with a sultable liq- 
uid toa height roughly corresponding with the 
point of the gauge in the oil cup. Water ans- 
wers well for temperatures up to 200 deg. F., 
and for higher temperatures a heavy mineral 
oil may be used, The liquid having been 
brought to the required temperature, the oil to 
be tested previously brought to the same tem- 
perature, is poured into the inner cylinder un- 
til the level of the liquid just reaches the point 
of the gauge, A narrow necked flask, holding 50 
c.c, toa point marked on the neck, is placed be- 
neath the jet in a vessel containing a liquid 
of the same temperature as the oil. The ball 
valve is then raised, a stop watch at the same 
time started, and the number of seconds occu- 
pied in the outflow of 50 cc. noted. It isof the 
greatest importance that the oil cylindershould 
be filled exactly to the point of the gauge, and 
that the given temperature should be precisely 
maintained during the experiment, a differ- 
ence of 4% deg. F. making an appreciable al- 
teration in the viscosity of some oils, It is 
also essential that the oil should be quite free 
from dirt or other suspended matter, and from 
globuies of water, as the jet may be otherwise 
partially obstructed. If the oil cylinder re- 
quires to be wiped out, paper rather than 
cloth should be employed, as filaments of the 
latter may be left adhering. When oils are 
being tested at temperatures much above that 
of the laboratory, a gas flame is applied to the 
copper heating tube, and the agitator kept in 
gentle motion throughout the experiment. At 
least two tests of each oil at a given tempera- 
ture should be made, and if due care is exer- 
cised, the two results will be very closely con- 
cordant. In the testing of oils for the lubrica- 
tion of the bearings of machinery exposed to 
the air, I am accustomed to determine the vis- 
cosity at the two temperatures of 70 deg. F. 
and 140 deg. F. Butin the case of cylinder 
oils, I make the tests at 200 deg. F. and 260 deg. 
F,, though with the apparatus described, vis- 
cosities can easily be determined at 300 deg. F , 
or even a higher temperature. The method in 
which the results should be expressed admits 
of a good deal of discussion. In some in- 
stances it has been customary to report the 
number of seconds occupied in the outflow of 
a given quantity as to the viscosity, and since 
there has been no recognized method of oper- 
ating,the results furnished by different ex- 
perts have not been in any way comparable. 
Water has been taken by some, and rape oi! by 
others, as a standard liquid, and the re- 


sults have been expressed in terms 
of the standard liquid. Water, however, 
possesses too little viscosity to ren- 


der it a satisfactory liquid to compare a 
lubricating oil with, and rape oil is not of 
sufficiently uniform viscosity. Mr. Charles 
Rumble has made a number of experiments 
with the object of finding a suitable liquid, and 
has obtained the best results with glycerine of 
specified specific gravity. It appears to me, 
however, that if a certain viscosity of rape oil, 
as determined in the manner described, be ac- 
cepted as the standard, the admittedly variable 
viscosity of this oil peed be no bar to the adop- 
tion of rape oil as a standard, and there isa 
great advantage in expressing the resultsin 
terms of a liquid of well known viscosity. I 
have accordingly tested, with the assistance of 
Mr. E. Moon, a considerable number of sam- 
ples of refined rape oil, with the view of ascer- 
taining what may be considered the average 
viscosity of such oil. For these samples I am 
indebted to Mr. Edmund Dowling (Pinchin, 
Johnson & Co.), Mr. J. A. Formoy, Mr. Hirsch 
(Copenhagen Oil Mills), Sir W. A. Rose & Co., 
and Messrs. Younghusband, Barnes & Co. I 
am of opinion, as the result of these tests, that 
535, representing the number of seconds occu- 
pied by the outflow of 5S0cc,, may be accepted 
as the viscosity of refined rape oil at a0 deg. F. 
I may addthat viscosity of water is, under 
similar circumstances, 25°5. I therefore pro- 
pose thatthe number of seconds occupied in 
the outflow of S0cc. of the oil under examina- 
tion, should in all cases be multiplied by 100 
and divided by 535. In order then to make the 
requisite correction for specific gravity, the re- 
sult should be multiplied by the specific gravity 
of the oll under examination at the tempera- 
ture of the experiment, and divided by 915 (the 
specific gravity of refined rape oil at 60 deg. F.); 
the final result will thus represent the viscosity 
of the oi! at the temperature of the experiment, 
as compared with that of rape oil at 60 deg. F. 
I have Had some doubt whether the viscosity 
should not be expressed in terms of rape oil (as 
regards viscosity and specific gravity) at the 
temperature uf the experiment, but it is obvi- 
vusly much simpler and more convenient to 
base all results upon the viscosity and specific 
gravity ot rape oil at 60 deg., and if this view is 
generally accepted I co not see that any prac- 
tical inconvenience can arise, 





































The viscosity of all oils, and especially of 
mineral oils, is largely affected by change of 
temperature, and the extent to which this oc- 
curs isa point of so much importance in regard 
to the value of the oils as lubricants in certain 
cases, that determination of viscosity should 
always be made at two temperatures tolerably 
widely separated. The variation in the extent 
to which different oils are affected in viscosity 
by changes of temperature is shown inthe 
table of results, which I have obtained with 
sperm oil, refined rape oil. neatsefoot oil, and 
several descriptions of American and Russian 
mineral lubricating oils. The curves which 
these figures form when plotted show very 
clearly how comparatively little sperm oil 
alters in yiscusity, and I think that the admit- 
ted value of this oil as a lubricant for use under 
very varied conditions may be largely due to 
the fact that the loss of viscosity ona rise of 
temperature isso small. I have ona previous 
occasion in this room remarked upon the well 
known fact that Russisn oils love viscosity 
upon an elevation of temperature more rapidly 
than Amcrican oils of the same specific grav- 
ity, but I took occasion at the time to point out 
that with both classes of oils the diminution of 
viscosity is greatest in the cases of the most 
viscous, and since the Russian oils of a given 
specific gravity are more viscous than the 
American, one would expect to find the loss in 
viscosity greater. In the selection or in the 
valuation ofa lubricating oi], it seems to me 
that one should, if possible, ascertain the tem- 
peratare at which the oil is to be used, and de- 
termine the viscosity at that temperature. If 
then the viscosity of an oil which has given 
satisfactory results under the circumstances of 
the case be known, a very good opinion may 
be formed as to the comparative value or sult - 
ability of the oil under examination. Since, 
however, it is impossible in a mill, for instance, 
to have in use the large number of different 
oils which would be required if this principle 
were strictly carried out, and since the temper- 
ature ofa given bearing may vary consider- 
ably, itisevidently desirable to give the pref- 
erence to an oil which varies least in viscosity 
within the limits of temperature to which it is 
likely to be subjected.

The market presents about the same features 
as those which have controlled it for the past 
two or three weeks, Trading is of a moderate 
jobbing character, buyers showing no disposi- 
tion to stock up in excess of their immediate 
requirements, Though the sales individually 
are small, in the aggregate there is a consider- 
able quantity of goods moving, and in spite of 
the reports of dullness the volume of business 
is not much smaller than usual at this season 
of the year. Prices are unchanged, the market 
maintaining the steady tone which has charac- 
terized it forso tong atime past, there being 
no disturbing influences to affect values. 

White Lead, Zinc,lEtc. 

The pig lead market has been quiet almost 
the entire week, with prices somewhat nom- 
inal. Shortly after the date of our last there 
was a sale of 650 tons foreign, this constituting, 
with a few small sales, the business of the week. 
It is reported that this lot of foreign was 
bought of the Western syndicate and was sold 
in bond at a price equivalent to4 Tic. It was 
sold to some of the corroders who had an in- 
terest in it. Thesmall sales reported aggregate 
about 200 tons at 470c for common. Kefined is 
nominally quoted at4%5c. Messrs. Everett & 
Post, of Chicago, under date of the 24th, say: 
The week has been uneventful both as regards 
prices and sales, the labor troubles and the un- 
certainty regarding future trade acting as a 
damper upon all new business. Sales have 
been made of some 460 tons at 4 60c and 45gc, to 
local trade principally. At the close we notice 
a little improvement in the demand and prices 
may be quoted at 4 60@4 65c, according to brand 
and delivery. 

The white lead market presents no new fea- 
tures. The talk of advancing prices has been 
stopped by the weakening of the pig lead mar- 
ket, but at the same time corroders are firmly 
maintaining the association prices. The de- 
mand shows little improvement, most buyers 
having supplied their wants for some time to 
come. The association quotations remain 7c 
net for lead in oil in quantities of less than 
600 lbs in wood, and 7c 60 days or 24 per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in. 
voice, for lots of 500 lbs and over. Leadin oil 
in 25 lb, 124 lb and 1to5 1b cans is quoted at 
an advance of 4c Ic and 2c respectfully, on 
the keg prices, The rebates remain as hereto- 
fore, and are payables at the end of the year to 
buyers who observe the rules of the Associa- 
tion. 

The demand for American oxide of zinc con- 
tinues in excess of the supply, and manufac- 
turers are kept busy on old and new orders. 
Prices are firmly maintained, and we continue 
tw quote 354@5c for the best grades and 3@3¢c 
for poorer qualities. For French zinc the de- 
mand continues very fair and prices are steadily 
supported. We quote: 55¢c for dry Antwerp 
red seal in bbls of 2204 lbs, 6c for dry Paris 
red seal and 7!4c for dry Paris green seal. Dis- 
counts are as follows: To buyers of 10 bb! lots 
of one or assorted grades. 1 per per cent; 25 
bbls, 2 per cent and 50 bbis, 4 percent. No 
discount is allowed on less than 10 bbi lots 
and discounts inciude brokerage.

WINDOW GLASS. 

Since all that can be learned regarding the 
Beigiau troubles and their probable effect upon 
the production has been received by importers 
8nd dealersin French window glass here, the 


market has settled down to a steady basis and 
not much change is probable for some time to 
come, The lack of important demand prevents 
any attempt to further advance prices, but the 
holders entertain very firm views and are 
working with more accord to sustain the mar- 
ket than has been the case for many 
seasons past. The Belgium factories which 
were damaged or destroyed during the riots 
are being rebuilt and put in running order and 
in the course of a couple ot months will be 
again adding their quota to the stock, The lo- 
cal importers have held several informal con- 
ferences of late but they have only been for 
the purpose of comparing notes and not to 
take any action regarding prices. The dis- 
counts remain as previously quoted, viz, 75@75 
and 10 per cent, though some dealers claim that 
their outside discount is 75 and 5 per cent. 

The American window glass trade has expe- 
rienced a decided benefit from the improve- 


ment in the French. Some of the fac- 
tories are reported to be short of 
stocks, while all are evidently deter- 


mined to take advantage of the present op- 
portunity to retrieve as far as possible the 
losses sustained through the ruinous competi- 
tion of the past. The Crockery and Glassware 
Reporter in its last issue says that the ex- 
pected depression in the building trades the 
coming season owing to the eight-hour agita- 
tion has a deterrent effect on the movement of 
window glass, and large dealers are afraid to 
order other than sparingly. The market, never- 
theless, has improved and more firmness is 
apparent in prices, manufacturers appearing 
to be content to await events. No contracts for 
glass on importers’ account have yet been 
reported. From Pittsburg we learn, the glass 
factories are all running with the exception of 
two chimney works which have been tempo- 
rarily shut down. Bradstreets says there is 
nothing in the reported favorable effect on the 
Pittsburg market of the Belgian strike and 
says that the firmer feeling there is entirely 
independent of the foreign trade, The Ameri- 
can Glass Worker notes a decided improvement 
in the market owing to the opening of the 
building season and the fact that some of the 
largest manufacturers are refusing to sell at 
prevailing prices, together with the stoppage 


of several large factories, and a 
more general desire to realize better 
prices. All this has induced an ad- 


vance of 5 per cent. The factories will no 
doubt run full until June 30. Stocks, though 
seemingly high, are considerably broken, es- 
pecially in Pittsburg and the West. On the 
spot dealers generally quote 75@75 and 5, 
though some entertain even firmer views.

Chrome Mines on the Pacific Coast. 


The following article on the development of 
chrome minesin Calitornia is taken from the 
Livermore, Cal., Herald: 

The cbrome mines near Livermore, which 
have recently begun to attract attention, are 
iocated on the south side of the mountain, but 
a few hundred yards from the summit. There 
is no timber near, and there seems just here a 
distinct dividing line between the barren, red- 
earth section, covered with manzanita, deer 
brush and scrub pines and cedars, over which 
we have been riding for a mile or more, anda 
fine open grazing country, with good soil, and 
gulches filled with oak timber. 

Here are four or five distinct tunnels, side by 
side, and prospect holes everywhere. Huge 
piles ofsacked chrome stand on the dump in 
front of each drift, ready for hauling, and 
everything denotes push and business, 

But in two of the tunnels were struck good 
chrume beds. The ore does not lie in veins like 
coal, but in bodies or pockets of varying size. 
These pockets are sometimes attached, and 
others entirely distinct from each other. When 
one is worked out, you have to prospect

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have several branches, each being abandoned 
when the chrome pocket is rifled. The deepest 
is not in more than forty feet, yet in each sev- 
eral pockets have already been exhausted. 
New ones were immediately struck, however. 
At the time of our visit the Tickel mine had in 
sight a large solid ledge of pure chrome. It 
was hard,and picking it out butslow work. 
Giant powder cartridges were therefore em- 
ployed to break it up aud facilitate the work 
ofthe miner. The chrome is sacked where 
dug, and wheeled out of the mine to the dump 
in a barrow. 

The land upon which the greater part of this 
chrome belt is situated is held by homestead 
entry by Ab. Mendenhall. Three years ago he 
noticed the croppings and opened up a long 
trench, disclosing a body of the ore. He 
thought it was iron. When H. H. Pitcher of 
the Bank of Livermore became interested in 
manganese mines last summer Mr. Mendenhall 
brought him in some specimens ‘thinking it 
might be that mineral. They lay in the bank 
till one day when E. N. Knight of San Fran- 
cisco was Visiting Mr. Pitcher. Mr, Knight is 
in the business of buying chrome and shipping 
it to Philadelphia. He at once pronounced this 
mineral without a name to be chrome, and was 
interested at once, He and Mr. Pitcher visited 
the spot and at once entered into an agreement 
with Mr. Mendenhall to purchase the ore. He 
began hauling. and his son, Henry Mendenhall. 
opened up another mine on his father’s claim, 
The last deposit proved of the best quality, and 
the first mine was for the time being aban- 
doned. A new contract was then made by 
which the Mendenhalls, sharing equally, re- 
ceive $2 a ton for all the chrome mined on the 
claim and right of prospecting and mining is 
given to any one at $1a ton. This includes, of 
course, the discovery and opening up ofa 
mine. The price is excellent provided you 





strike it, but if not you have your labor for 
your pains. One man, now working by the 
day, opened up twotunnels and took out but 
seven tons of chrome ina month. Messrs. Dit- 
man & Tickel, the owners of the two success- 
ful mines, employ two and three men respec- 
tively, aud take out from eight to fourteen 
tonsa day from each. The haulers receive $3 
perton. They use four-horse teams and haul 
from two to two and a half tons to the load, 
making one round tripaday. This gives from 
$6 to $7 50 per day per team. 

Chrome, or chromium, is a mineral used for 
coloring purposes, It is, according to the En- 
cyclopsedia Britannica, found in different 
forms, designated as chrome ironstone, chrome 
ocher, chrome garnet, crocoisite, vanquelinite, 
ete. The first named is the most common, and 
this is the form of the Livermore deposit. It 
is a massive, compact, granular, black colored 
mineral, of specific gravity about 4.4, and hard- 
ness 6.5. It occurs usually in serpentine, as 
here, and is found in the Shetland Islands, 
Franee, Tuscany, Silesia, Bohemia, Norway, 
and Maryland in this country, and but recently 
in California. It does not occur in the free 
state, or very abundantly in nature, and some 
idea may be obtained of its comparitively re- 
cent scarcity from the fact that the above au- 
thority makes special mention that the exports 
of chrome from Norway in 1869 amounted to 
210 tons. Upwards of 400 tons of chrome have 
already been taken from the Livermore chrome 
mines, and that amount will be multiplied by 
ten during the coming season. Chrome iron- 
stone contains besides chromium, iron, mag- 
nesium and aluminium. The chromates, by 
combination with various chemicals, give an 
almost endless variety of beautiful colors and 
tints, and therein lies their value. The ores 


are worked in but three establishments in this 
country, two of which have buyers in thi, 





State. The mineral is found in several locali- 


ties in California, some of the best mines, how- 
ever, being too far away from transportation 
facilities to prove profitable at present. The 
Cedar Mountain chrome district is of 
considerable extent, covering we should 
judge, several hundred acres. The soil 
is a yellowish red color, with occasional 
loam deposits, and shows the action 
of fire, Float serpentine and chromo rock, 
upon which chemical action has brought out a 
bright green or yellow slime, which soon fades 
up on exposure to the air, may be found nearly 
any where, but afew inches beneath the sur- 
face. There are very few croppings, and the 
quest for chrome bodies is very nearly a blind 
search. That there are, howeyer, large num- 
bers of chrome pockets scattered over the dis- 
trict there is no reasonable doubt, and such 
being the fact, thatthe majority willin time 
be unearthed is without question. There are a 





number of prospects which would be worked 
at once should the present mine run out of ore. 
Half a mile nearer Livermore than his father 
and brother’s mine, Douglas Mendenhall has 
recently discovered a chrome prospect, and af- 
ter taking into partnership his cousin Oswald, 
of this place, began work. A house hgs been 
built and the mine will be opened up #t once. 
The future of this industry may be eas! y out- 
lined. The demand for the ore is practically 
without limit. Messrs. Pitcher and Knight will 
buy.at $6 a ton all marketable ore which is de- 
livered to them, and they expect to average 
from 100 to 200 tons a week this coming sum- 
mer. Ag to the extent of the deposits nothing 
but careful prospecting will absolutely deter- 
mine, but enough has already been seen to con- 
vince those who examine‘ into the matter that 
the entire ore belt is underlaid with ore pock- 
ets, which will be discovered and opened up 
from time to time for many years.

Vegetable Olis. 

The position of linseed oil has not changed 
since our last, though the outlook for better 
price: seems to be more favorable. Reports 
from Chicago are to the effect that the Consoli- 
dated Linseed Oil Company has been organized 
on the basis of the American Cotton Oil Trust, 
and that it isto go into effect on Mayl. This 
report lacks confirmation but seems reasonable, 
as strong efforts have been made of late to per- 
fect the organization and these efforts were 
generally expected to be successful. The quo- 
tation in Chicago to-day was 38 and 41c which 
indicates a firmer feeling. On the spot the 
sales of oll of Western and other out-of-town 
makes have been quite liberal, the transactions 
reported aggregating about 1200 bbls for May. 
June, July delivery at 38c. There are plenty of 
buyers of “Western” oil at this price, but the 
crushers do not appear to be as anxious to sell 
as they have been, particularly of deliveries 
after July. The local crushers report a quiet 
but firm market at 4lc. Before the date of our 
next issue there may be some interesting de- 
velopments in this market, 

Poppyseed oil is higher, being now quoted at 
54@56c as toquantity and position. We note 
sales of 75 bbls toarrive at 54c and 100 bbls sold 
prior to the advance at 52c. 

Tke cottonseed oil market is in about the 
same position as thistime last week. Traders 
agree on the situation being dull, but can assign 
no special reason. There is a flood of crude 
oils on the market, from the finest to lowest 
grades, and quoted from lécto 25c. The de- 
mand for prime oil is trifling, and the move- 
ment in off color during the week was not up 
to expectations, considering the good supply 
and free offeringe. Most of the transactions 
were based on 17c at which price we hear of 600 
bbis having changed hands for immediate New 
York delivery. Soap stock is offering freely at 
%c for prime stock but we have sales at 5éc 

and it is claimed that %c will buy other lots, 
but we hear of no offerings at that. Sales are 
reported of 350 bbis in lots on spot. If the price 
of soapstock continues to settle, the amount 
realized will hardly pay freight from the 
South. Values in the primary markets 
are quoted relatively higher than here, 
Tank bottoms are very seldom _ heard 
from. Hulls are occasionally offered 
but at no stated value. The latest information 
concerning the developments in the South is 
from the Charleston News and Courier and 
reads as follows: “ The American Oil Company, 
of New York, have just concluded a purchase 
of 17 acres of land on the Cooper River, with a 
fine water front, upon which they intend to 
erect large cotton seed cleaning works for 
cleaning cotton seed for shipment to Europe, 
under their improved processes, as well as the 
erection of extensive cotton seed oil works. 
The land referred to is immediately adjoining 
the site occupied by the Charleston Oil Works,” 

Prime summer yellow is held at 29@20}4c, ac- 
cording to brand and 30c for choice oil ex- 
store, which are the same quotations as this 
time last week. Inactivity has been the chief 
feature of the market. There is some quiet 
buying on speculative account, but the trans- 
actions are direct with the South, and supplies 
are being placed in store here to await a proba- 
ble change in values. Several hundred barrels 
of spot oil changed hands at 24, 25@26c for off- 
color, and a very fair sample is offering at 27c, 
while a large lot which had previously been 
sold as prime and rejected, is offering at 28c. 
Low grades are in good supply and freely of- 
fered, but prime oil is not being pressed 
upon the market and a ~obuyer finds 
it necessary to pay full prices. 
The transactions in prime and choice oil 
amount to 600 bbis at 20@30c according to 
brand and quality, making the total spot busi- 
ness for the week in refined oil about 1200 bbis 
against receipts of 3792 bbls. The query is 
often made as to how all the liberal receipts are 
disposed of. Some of the oil arriving every 
week is sold previously on contract, a good 
portion is crude oil, while the balance of re- 
fined not sold is stored, but it don’t amount to 

so much as an average reader would imagine. 
That considerable refined oil is locked up in 
New York stores is currently believed, but how 
much remains to beseen. The exports thi 
season are not far from last year, but a large, 
foreign outlet than usual is required to take 
up the excessive production. It is conceded, 
however, that the domestic consumption has 
been much larger this year and that the soap 
and lard industries were influenced by the low 
prices to buy heavily. Futures are attracting 
but little attention. We have a gale of -00 bbis 
prime at 29c for May, but bids of a similar 
price have not been accepted. For August, 30c 
bas been bid and 33c asked. The Southern mar- 
kets are unchanged, Memphis being quoted 
quiet at 26@26}é4c and off color at 25@25}4c. The 
New Orleans market is quiet at 29@30c.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, April 27, 1886. 

The monotony of the week was effectually 
breken by a holiday. Good Friday dawned 
bright and clear. Ere the sun set on that day 
events had occurred that caused oil bulls to 
tear their hair and rip out yards of oaths. It 
Was in fact a Black Friday as far as the specu- 
lative oil trade was concerned. The biggest 
well of the year was finished on Good Friday, 
_ its advent smashed the market on Satur- 

ay. 

The oil trade has always had an aversion for 
mid-spring holidays. Good Friday was espe- 
cially feared. For several years past this relig- 
ious holiday has been rigidly observed by a cer- 
tain class of oil men, who have taken advant- 
age of the holy nature of the day to open up 
Unexpected gushers in uncertain portions of 
the chameleon-like oil pools, Last year the 
same sort of a trick was played and the market 
a8 @ result went to pieces. So it has been in 
previous years, and go it will probably continue 
as long as the petroleum supply lasts: 

This time the battle ground was in Washing- 
ton and McKean counties. At Washington 
the biggest gusher of the year was found, while 
at Kane a 200 or better well was turned loose. 
It was the most eventful day that has been 
recorded in the history of the field in many 
weeks. Saturday saw a most excited market. 
Here the feeling was not so intense as in the 
West. This description of the day in Pittsburg 
will be found interesting: 

“Good Friday, which usually brings with it a 
market crusher, went one better this time, 
having come in laden with other wells of prom- 
iting calibre. The most important of these by 
all odds, was the Thayer well in the Washing- 
ton field. A number of the local traders and 
active brokers visited the wells in that section 
on Friday and returned to the bull ring on Sat- 
urday wildly bearish. Most of them were long 
on the market and the break at the opening 
was so sudden as to preclude the possibility of 
righting themselves on the market without 
serious loss, At that time the Thayer was 
known to be producing a little over 50 barrels 
an hour, with the chances fair for being in- 
creased by deeper drilling. The home team, in 
which’J. Craig and Fisher figure prominently, 
succeeded in sustaining the market against a 
break of more than a cent until the Union Oil 
Company brought in a 300 barreler on lot 285, 
Kane. On this values shrank to 73340, after 
which the longs were given a breathing spell 
lasting almost an hour and a half. 

“Attheendof that period the Munhall & 
Smithman well, in advance of developments at 
Washington,was reported doing twenty barrels 
an hour after deeper drilling. The scenes on 
Change became wild again and under the 
pounding that followed the market splashed to 
71% cents, swayed around the 72 cent line and 
closed decidedly feverish at 724¢c bid and 14 
asked. Simultaneously with the sounding of 
the gong the Thayer well was reported having 
been increased to a 5,000 barrel rate, but subse- 
quent advices were to the effect that it bad 
thrown out 22 barrels of oil in six hours, or 
000 barrelsaday. Later on the Munhall well 
was reported increased to 36 barrels an hour, 
but it didn’t even create a ‘curb.’ The trade 
had sickened of bear news and would have has- 
tened from the Exchange were it not for an 
incident that transpired, such as is not usually 
down on the bills for rounding out a season of 
activity. It may bave been that losses incident 
to the decline of the market impelled some of 
the members peculiar for more muscle than 
brains to thirst for the blood of a drunken boy 
driller from Kane. He had gone on Change, was 
regularly registered by the firm he desired to 
see,and only escaped being used to soil the floor 
by the better judgment of Secretary Barpour 

and Stewart and McKelvey, of the floor com- 
mittee, being allowed to prevail.” 

Both the Thayer No 1 and Old Gordon No 
1 got a second pay streak under the point 
where the first oil was got, and arguing from 
this Thayer No 2 ought to do still bigger work 
with deeper drilling, but it bas been noticed 
that allthe gushers in the field have come in 
big end first. Operations are assuming a de- 
cidedly interesting character. With four mys- 
teries where the drillis hovering just on the 
brink, the Washington field threatens to fur- 
nish interesting and unexpected develop- 
ments. 

In the Butler county oil field several new 
wells have been completed, especially in the 
eastern,where Showalter Bros.and the Hartman 
and Tetley Oil Company both got wells good 
for over 100 barrels, and Boyd & Semple have 
a ten-barrel well. The field is showing consid- 
erable excitement. 

Secretary Lewis, of the Petroleum Exchange, 
furnishes the following statistics, which at this 
time are of more than passing interest. Though 
the runs (including the Macksburg and Pitts- 
burg pipe lines) for the first three months of 
1886 were 490,813 barrels in excess of the amount 
for the same period of 1885, they were 481,505 
barrels less than in 1881. The deliveries have 
been this year 592,222 barrels greater than in the 
first quarter of 1885 and 2,505,276 barrels ahead 
of 1884. The excess of deliveries over runs this 
year has been 780,470 barrels against an excess 
of 169,061 barrels in the corresponding time a 
year ago and against an excess of runs over de- 
liveries in 1884 of 2,206, 311 barrels. Appended 
are the pipe line figures for the first three 
months of 1886, 1885 and 1884, with the charters 


for the same periods alao given:

Saida leading speculator: “The Kane and 
Washineton wells are not stayers, They start 
off real gallus, but soon lose their grip. There 
are a few wells that hold their own, but their 
number can be be kept track of on your fin- 
gers. Inthe excitement of the moment the 
real situation is lost sight of. People are selling 
what they haven’t got. The market is about 
to start off ona boom. The Standard is willing 
to pay higher prices and it will. To-day’s 
slump to 715c and the advance to 734c was due 
to Standard influence, A great deal of oil was 
cleverly unloadéd at the close.” 

The Thayer wellat Washington, which was 
doing 85 bbls an hour this morning, has fallen 
off to 82 bbls at two o’clock to-day. At the 
Barre two 200 barrel tanks have been filled with 
oil and drilling has been suspended tu await the 
arrival of additional tankage. The Union Oil 
Co’s well on the Taylor farm is doing between 
400 and 500 bbis per day. The Gordon No 4 at 
last accounts was fifteeu feet above the sand. 
The Willett’s No 2 is 41 feet below the sand and 
very fair so far as gone. The Munhall has been 
somewhat improved by deeper drilling. 

McMullen’s report of the monthly field ope- 
rations will show an increase of 48 wells com- 
pleted: an increase of 3,054 barrels in the pro- 
duction andan increase of 7% in rigs upand 
building. 

The bulls feel highly elated to-night and pre- 
dict a lively market for to-merrow. ; 

Intensely dull and without a striking feature 
was Wednesday’s market. There was a report 
that the Willetts at Washington was good for 
240 bbisaday. One of the heaviest sellers here 
was MacMullen. The range was %c and the 
closing 764c bid here and in the West.

While solemn services were be- 
ing held in all of the churchesin the land, the 
Thayer & Stettheimer well at Washington was 
drilled into the sand, It struck a regular lake 
of grease and during ita first day’s existence 
put nearly 1700 bbis into tank. It at once took 
rank as the biggest well in Washington and for 
that matter, inthe Union. When the opening 
hour came on Saturday, a nervous and excited 
crowd howled itself hoarse in the oil pit, The 
indicator bobbed around madly, and the war 
on the fractions did not stop until a decline of 
nearly four cents had been recorded. It wasa 
field day forthe bears, Young George Mac 
Mullen was one of the heaviest buyers at the 
break. He covered all his contracts, and when 
the bell rang was a happy man. Sales were 
made at the opening at 75}4c. Then the Thayer 
came in, and prices sank off by degrees to 717c. 
There was a rally in the closing hour, final sales 
being mage at 725¢c here.

The bear- 
ish news had the opposite effect on the erratic 
speculator and under a rush to cover prices 
were carried up 72%4c. During the afternoon 
the market continued active, closing at 725¢c, 
¥éo below the highest figure of the day. Craig, 
Smith & Crosby, Watson & Gibson, John M. 
Moore & Co, MacMullen, Tack, Roe & Patterson 
were amongst the heaviest tracers. 

Clearances were as follows: New York,14,468,- 
000; Bradford, 2,068,000; Oil City, 6,784,000; Pitte- 
burg,5,614,000;total clearances April 26, 28,934,000 
bbis. 

Carrying rates were nominally unchanged. 

At 11:23 to-day oil was selling at 715¢c per 
barrel, or %c below the opening price. The 
Standard and the big guns then appeared in 
the guise of liberal buyers, and despite the 
bearish field news, whooped the market at the 
close up to 7344c. Then the Standard sold, and 
values after the trade was loaded sank to 72%ce, 
which was the closing price here, and at Brad- 
ford, 73}4c at Oil City and 73c at Pittsburg.

Gas Belts in the West. 


A. P. Wilson, of Pittsburg,a member of the 
Hite Natural Gas Company, a practical oil and 
gas man,returned a day or two since froma 
trip through Kentucky and Southern Indiana. 
Mr. Wilson went down prospecting for a syndi- 
cate of New York capitalists who expect to in- 
vest money in natural gas in Kentucky. Toa 
reporter he said: 

“They have the natural gas fever down in 
Kentucky, around Louisville, fully as bad now 
as they had it in Pittsburg a sbort time ago and 
inside of the next twelve months there will be a 
good many test wells put down in the State.” 

“Do you believe that gasin paying quanti- 
ties will be found in Kentucky?” 

“I do, and also in Western Indiana, Southern 
Michigan and Southern Illinois. Test wells are 
being put down in all these sections, and if 
they are put down deep enough will, I believe, 
develop gas, but I don’t look for as large wells 
as ours in Western Pennsylvania. The driil is 
now working in a test well fifteen miles back 
of Louisville, and if it is successful I un- 
derstund several others will be put down. Cheap 
fuel means considerable more down there with 
coal selling at 11 centsa bushel netail than it 
does here. There is some prospect of their get- 
ting gas there, judging from one thing. Geolo- 
gists and practical oil men for the first time iu 
the history of oil operation agreed with each 
other in the McKean country. Both said there 
was no use in drilling for oil at Bradford. 
Taking that as a precedent there is hope for 
the Louisville Gas Company’s venture, for 
everybody says there is no gas there. But there 
is no doubt that gas exists in paying quantities 
in Kentucky, and there area number of local 
companies organizing in different towns ready 
to commence drilling test wells very soon. 1 
saw two rigs up, beside the one I spoke of, not 
far from Louisville, ready to commence drilling 
in ashort time. Everything has been delayed 
and set back by the flvods. I stayed in Ken- 
tucky two weeks and was unable to do much 
on account of the high water. The fish were 
holding conventions all over the section of the 
country I wanted to see.”

The Proposed New Petroleum Ex- 
change. 


There is a project on foot to secure for the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange a 
new building to cost with the site $3,50),000, the 
idea being to make it the largest and finest 
Exchange in the world. It now has 2,200 mem- 
bers and only 2,400 will be admitted. The pres- 
ent room is too small, the ventilation is defect- 
ive, and in the summer it is almost intolerable. 
There is a Broadway entrance, and the two 
buildings utilized extend through to New 
Street,so that there is another entrance opposite 
the Stock Exchange. And great isthe rivalry 
between the stiff-necked, insolent, and yet old- 
fogyish institutien famous as the Stock Ex- 
change and its aggressive. energetic, and en- 
terprising competitor, the Consolidated Ex- 
change. The “seats” at the latter board are 
worth $850 now; they bave been dearer and are 
likely to greatly increase in value. Its mem- 
bers jeer at the members of the older institu- 
tion, and they were filled with delight when 
the Stock Exchange recently felt obliged open- 
ly to take arms against a rival which it had 
before affected to ignore aud despise, yet which 
was by its more reasonable commissions taking 
away a good deal of the stock business of the 
older body. 

The action referred to was designed to pre- 
vent members of the Stock Excbange from 
doing business at the other Exchange, but it 
bas simply made transactions of this kind more 
secret than formerly. In the petroleum trade 
there has been a great change since the days of 
the old Pine street Exchange, where brokers in 
all branches of business assembled—even the 
drug brokers met upstairs—and where William 


Rockefeller, now one of the rulers of the 
Standard Oil Company, one of the greatest bus- 
iness powers in existence, might be daily seen, 
quiet and courteous, but military looking and 
resolute, working bis way towards the finan- 
cial prestige that came soon after. Then, by 
the way, he had quiet little offices in sleepy and 
sunless Cedar street, among the drug firms near 
Pearl street. Now he sits in a business palace 
at No. 26 Broadway, and the mau who was once 
a small grocer in an inland town is now one of 
the financial patantees of the metropolis, spec- 
ulates heavily in Wall street, drives tast horses, 
and has a valuable gallery of paintings.

Discovery of Petroleum 
Egypt. 


There area variety of reasons why, at a mo- 
ment when the petroleum trade is being revo- 
lutionized by the adoption of the bulk system, 
the sudden discovery of oil close to the Suez 
Canal should provoke widespread interest 
Practical experiments, conducted on English 
vessels during several voyages, have demon- 
strated that. petroleum can be safely and con- 
veniently used as fuel, and the discovery of oil 
near Suez completes the missing link ef the 
chain of supply furnished by America at one 
end of the steamship communication with the 
East, and by India, Burma, China and Japan at 
tne other extremity. Sanguine inventors of 
hydro-carbon furnaces may be expected to 
become particularly elated at the opening up 
of a full supply at the very spot they have long 
wanted it, and some are probably already 
counting on the early approach of that petro- 
leum millennium, when steamers starting 
from America or England, with their coal 
bunkers full of oil fuel, will “‘oil’’ (to coin a 
term likely to come into use) at Suez with 
Egyptian or Russian oil, at Singapore with a 
supply brought from Burmah, and at Hong 
Kong with the Japanese article. From this 
point of view the discovery of petroleum on 
the west coast of the Red Sea is just as oppor 
tune and fortunate as was the discovery of 
oil two years ago near Quetta. At no dis- 
tant date there appears to be every proba- 
bility that the gap of a few hundred miles in- 
teryening between the extremity of the Euro- 
pean railway system, now close to Merv. and 
the commencing point of the Indian system at 
Quetta will be closed over, and direct railway 
communication will exist between London and 
Calcutta. The Caspian portion of this passes 
through a country devoid of wood and coal, 
but well provided with petroleum. The Indo- 
Afghan section traverses an equally fuelless 
country, and the absence of a cheap and ready 
supply was regarded as a serious obstacle to 
the development of the railway system in this 
direction, until the sudden discovery of petro- 
leum near Quetta two years ago removed this 
difficulty, and placed the line on the same foot- 
ing as the Russian. Thus when railway cow- 
munication with India is finally establishe4, the 
locomotives of the trains conveying the pas- 
sengers to the East will burn coal from Calais 
to the Russian frontier. wood from the Russian 
frontier to the Caspian region, and petroleum 
from the Caspian to the river Indus, where coal 
will come into use again as far as Calcutta. 
Russians hope that by the time the through 
communication is opened their engines will be 
burning oil instead of wood all the way from 
the Caspian to the German border, and a sim- 
ilar desire exists in the breast of English spec- 
ulators to render the use of petroleum on 
railways universal in India. There is, there- 
fore, the prospect that in course of time the 
use of coalin tho railways and marine inter- 
course between England and India will be 
largely replaced by petroleum. 

The specific gravity of the Egyptian oil dis- 
covered, .880, indicates that it belongs to the 
Burmese class of petroleum rather than to the 
American—that is to say, that it is an oil that 
will yield a very small percentage of the fluid 


The in 


we burn in lamps, and consequently a larger 
percentage of the heavy oil suitable for lubri- 
cating purposes and for fuel. From every 100 
gallons of crude petroleum or rock oil brought 
o the surface in America, the refiners distill 70 
to 75 gallons of the oil of commerce we bura in 
lamps. This leaves, therefore, only 25 or 30 gal- 
lons of other products, and when from this 
amount the benzine, the lubricating oi!, and 
the vaseline are extracted, the residue suitable 
for fuel purposes is reduced toa minimum. It 
is owing to this circumstance and totheabund- 
ance of coal and timber that while America has 
become the chief manufacturer of lamp oil in 
the world, she has done scarcely anything at 
all to promote the employment of petroieum as 
fuel. The Russian oil obtained in the Caspian 
region is of a different character from the 
American article, and from every 100 gallons 
brought to the surface only 27 gallos of burn- 
ing oil can be refined. On the other hand the 
amount of lubricating oil is very much greater 
than that furnished by Pennsylvanian petro- 
leum, and there ig alarger amount of residue 
left forifuel. 

Considering the absence of fuelin the Caspian 
region, and in Central Asia and Afghanistan 
generally, the churacter of the oil is eminently 
suited to the region. There is ro large popula- 
tion in the Caspian region to burn oil; and, on 
the other hand, the demand for cheap fuel ig 
very great. As regards the petroleum newly 
discovered in Egypt its specific gravity is such 
that its yield of burning oil would be less than 
10 out of every 100 gallons of fluid brought to 
the surface. It thus resembes the Burmese oil, 
which yields reiatively little for lamp purposes 
but a preponderating amount for lubricating 
machinery. It is too soon, however, to deter- 
mine the general character of the Egyptian 
petroleum, because the specific gravity of oil 
varies in cifferent localities in a single district, 
and it might be that the supply pricked at the 
foot of the Djebel Zeit, or oil mountain, is ex- 
ceptionally heavy and dense. According to the 
reports of the experts sent to examine it, there 
is every reason to believe, from geological in- 
dications, that copious supplies exist at lower 
depths, and that they extend over a very large 
area. The well bored by Mr. Deban yields two 
tons of oil a day, and the spot is easily accessi- 
ble from the coast, where there is a good an- 
chorage. It is to be hoped that the task of ex- 
ploring and developing the oil supply will be 
taken in hand by English capitalists in advance 
of foreign rivale. Considering that both Amer- 
ica and Russi«, our rivals in trade, have oran- 
ized their petroleum industry on a vast scale, it 
is hardly to our credit that the supplies in our 
Own empire, or under our political control, 
should be go ill developed. 

Some time ago we urged in these columns 
that English shipowners should take in hand 
the organization of the new system of convey- 
ing oilin bulk. Since then the Crusader,a 
sailing vessel fitted with tanks, has brought a 
cargo to the Thames, while the Andromeda has 
conveyed another to Bremen. On the Black 
Sea the Russian steamer Svet, specially built 
for the trade in Sweden, bas also carried sev- 
eral cargoes in tanks from Batoum to Odessa, 
and an English built steamer a cargo from 
Batoum to Antwerp. It having been demon- 
strated in this manner, that fluid cargoes in 


properly devised vessels can be carried across 
the Atlantic, Buy of Biscay and Black Sea, all 
three noted for their storms, we sincerely trust 
that shipowners in this country will lag over 
the matter no longer, but organize the bulk 
system before the Germans and French take it 
in hand, In the Caspian Sea Russia has 80 bulk 
steamers at work, and there is ample occupa- 
tion of the ocean for several hundred steamers 
ofa similar description, the construction of 
which on the Tyne and Clyde would very fa- 
vorably influence a seriously depressed British 
industry. While the conveyance of oil in bar- 
rels in ships seems doomed, there is also every 
likelihood of the tank system invading the 
streets of the metropolis and doing away with 
the danger, too long permitted by a good- 
natured public, of storing oil in leaky barrels 
= oe premises of oil and colormen.—London 
‘ost.

Pine Leaf Oil. 

In a lengthy descriptive article of Wilming 
ton and its commerce, the Charleston News and 
Courier gives the following account of the 
manufacture of pine leaf oil :— 

The green pine straw or leaves, gathered in 
the surrounding forests, are brought to the 
mills, where they are purchased at fifteen cents 
per hundred pounds. After having been 
weighed the straw is carried into a shed foo by 
25 feet and is spread upon the floor to be cleaned 
and to prevent its bevoming heated. An celeva- 
tor takes the material to the second floor of the 
building, where it is placed in two iron cylin- 
ders set up on end and surrounded by steam 
pipes. These extractors are ten feet deep and 
about four feet in width. In these the pine 
leaves are thoroughly steamed, the vapor going 
through pipes into an ordinary distillery worm 
inan adjoining house. Here it is condensed. 
The result is the pine leaf oil, the leaves yield- 
ing about halfa gallon of oil to 100 pounds of 
straw. The oil is a valuable product and is 
destined to take an important part in the ad- 
vanved pharmacopcela. It is very highly anti- 
septic, possesses the advantage of being useful 
as well for internal as for external application, 
and is valuable fur many surgical and medici- 
nal purposes. The liquid which is condensed 





from the vapor with the oil is useful for vari- 
ous purposes in the manufacture of other 
fabrics. 

After the oil has been extracted, the pine 
straw, which has now become a beautiful 
black in color, is placed in six large iron vats, 
seven feet wide, eight feet long and five feet 
deep. and with a capacity for holding from 
8,000 to 4.000 pounds each. It is here mixed 
with water and alkali and thoroughly boiled, 
the process being necessary to remove the ail- 
ica which forms the outside covering of the 
leaf. This is avery difficult operation, requir- 
ing gieat skilland care, The silica which is 
removed is useful for tanning and other pur- 
poses. During all this pftocess of cooking the 
pine leaf retains its aroma,

Tank Wagons for Petroleum. 


At the Soctety of Arts on Monday night, in 
the presence of Sir Frederick Abel and a dis- 
tinguished audience, Mr. Boverton Redwood, 
in one of bis Cantor lectures on petroleum, 
spoke approvingly of a tank wagon invented by 
Mr. Edward Phillips for conveying oil from the 
storage reseryoirs on the Thames to the safety 
tanks to be fitted in the premises of retail ven- 
ders. It is no secret that legislation is impend- 
ing to compel retail tradesmen to adopt meas- 
ures of safety for storing oi), and considering 
the increase in the consumption of petroleum 
in this country, owing to the cheapening of 
lamps and their improved construction, it is 
desirabie that proper government regulations 
for storing the oil in isolated and properly pro- 
tedted tanks shonld be framed with as little de- 
lay as possible, Inthe meanwhile we seem to 
be on the eve of an innovation that will cheapen 
petroleum oil to an astonishing extent. 

By the bulk system, dispensing with the cost- 
ly and cumbrous mode of transport in barrels, 
the lamp oil will be pumped from the tanks of 
the American refineries into tank steamers, 
and brought to similar tanks on the banks of 
the Thames, into which the oil will be pumped, 
and afterwards pumped out again into the Phil- 
lips’ tank wagon. This will convey it to the 
tank of the retail tradesman, into which it will 
be pumped by a pump attached to the wagon, 
unless it flow by its own gravity. and the cetail 
tradesman, in crowded localities, will use a 
smaller tank wagon on the same ora modified 
principle as Mr. Phillips’ to convey it to the 
homes of his customers. Such isthe mode of 
conveying oil in bulk from the refiners of 
America to the houses of the English people 
which is now ina fair way of coming into use 


.In the metropolis and other towns, and which, 


apart from its safety and cheapness, will afford 
plenty of occupation for the tank trade for a 
long time to come, Itis no this account that 
we regard with deep interest the expansion of

the petroleum industry, for anything that can 
in any way promote work and stimulate enter- 
prise is of national importance at this crisis of 
our commercial history.—London Post.

this' year. The jobbing trade makes upin @& 
large degree what has been lost through the 
timidity of the large buyers,and while the bulk 
of the transactions are of emall proportions in- 
dividually they aggregate a considerable quan- 
tity through frequent repititions of orders. 
Outside of these complaints of dull times 
there are few points of interest in the market, 
the list of changes being comparatively small. 
The downward movement in shellac continues, 
that market being very much depressed. Ani- 
seed is higher on account of scarcity and Mexi- 
can sarsaparilla has also advanced. The opium 
market has not changed the cable reports of 
an advance abroad referred to last week, n: t 
having been confirmed. The quinine market 
lacks interest, but there seems to be a fair 
movement and a considerable quantity of stock 
is passing into consumption.

Opium. 

The firmness noted at the cloge of our last 
report as regarded the opium market has not 
been sustained, although some of tbe dealers 
continue previous quotations. The demand 
has been almost nil—in fact, said one dealer, 
“it is the dullest week we have experienced 
since the first of the year.” For single cases of 
prime quality the price franges from $3 10@3 20 
as to holder, while for lots of 5 and 10 cases, to 
arrive, $3 05 isnamed with only a limited de- 
mand. Even the demand for broken packages 
has failen off to a marked degree, Values, how- 
ever, continue to rule steady at $3 15@3 25 as to 
quality and bolder. Powdered is jobbing at 
$4 20@4 25asto quantity and holder. The ar- 
rivals of opium have been light during the 
week, the bulk coming to strong holders, who 
are not inclined to force them on the market; 
hence prices are well sustained. Messrs. F. W. 
Bowyer & Bartleet, in speaklog of the London 
market under date of April 17, say: “This 
market is very depressed, and notwithstanding 
the great anxiety of importers to sell at very 
reasonable prices, nothing can be done, and 
quotations are quite nominal. The demand 
for fine “soft shipping” descriptions has for 
some time past been extremely limited, and 
although stocks are unusually small, the mar- 
het has a downward tendency. Druggists’ 
kinds are also quite neglected, reasonable 
offers being wanted for all descriptions. Per- 
sian is in very limited request, finest is offering 
at 14s, Turkey opium is fiat at unchanged val- 
ues, viz., at 10s 6d for fine druggists, at 8s 6d for 
seconds, and at 12s 6d to 15s per Ib for soft ship- 
ping.” Itis also reported from Calcutta that 
“the prospects of the opium crop are again ex- 
ceptional. The reserve is expected to stand at 
the end of the year at 29,200 chests. The price 
of Bengal opium for 1886-87 has been taken at 
1,200 rupees per chest. The new Opium Con- 
vention with China will, it is believed, come 
into operation during the ensuing year.” 


The only change in the position of morphine 
since our last is the advance in bulk by R& K 
who are now quoting $195 at which we get 
sales of 250 ozs. The other makes are meeting 
with the usual consumptive demand at previ- 
ous quotations. Scotch is dull at the moment, 
the demand being satisfied at $1 90@2 20 as to 
brand, quantity and style of packing.

The past week has been a dull one as regards 
the demand for round lots of the various 
brands of foreign quinine. Values, however, 
are well maintained, and no shading of prices 
is reported as an inducement for buyers to pur- 
chase stocks in excess of current demands. 
Brokers and dealers all complain about the 
Jack of speculative interest shown by those 
who formerly were inclined to stimulate trade 
by “going in” and taking all lots that might be 
offered ashade under agent’s quotations. From 
outside holders prime brands are obtainable at 
62@63c, while agents continue previous quota- 
tions ef 64c, and this only in limited quantities 
to their regular trade. Late mail advices re- 
port a strong market abroad for bark and its 
products, with little inclination on the part of 
manufacturers to press sales atanything under 
present figures, while in some cases they advise 
their agents not to waste money by cabling 
offers for future delivery below their limit. 
Even though trade is reported dull, do- 
mestic makers all report @ good consump- 
tive demand from all parts of the coun- 
try and especially from the South, Values 
remain steady and no change is likely to be 
made inthe near future, Late mail advices 
from London, in speaking of that market says:

There is no sign of improvement in any sec- 
tion of the market and the siuggishness of the 
demand tends rather to increase than to dimin- 
ish. Prices are without change save for Italian 
anise,which is higher under advices from 
abroad of scarcity, and is nuw quoted at 1l0@lle 
as to holder and quantity. The market for 
Canary of all varieties continues to manifest 
no improvement; on the contrary, the dullness 
which has existed in this department for some 
time seems to increase, and unless a renewal of 
activity takes place shortly, measures for re- 
stricting any further increase in stocks here 
will have to be resorted to. The 5700 bags of 
Smyrna seed referred to in our last, were im- 
ported for Western account and 1000 bags were 
forwarded, the balance being stored here. Pri- 
ces are without quotable change, viz : 234@:5¢c 
for Smyrna and for Sicily and Spanish 31g4@ 
8i4c and 344@3%e are named respectively. 
Dutch Caraway is but in fair request and we 
quote at from $!4@l0c as to holder and quanti- 
ty. Hempand Rape are without special feat- 
ures of interest, us although a firmer tone pre- 
vails prices are withuovt quotable change. The 
following report of the London market may 
prove of interest : 

Canary—Our market continues to improve 
the further we are moving in the campaign, 
and every week of consumption makes a fresh 
inroad into our stocks, hardly any fresh sup- 
plies coming to hand. Besides our own re- 
quirements, it appears that the Continent is 
only scantily supplied, and has to draw seed 
from us; there is also some inquiry from 
the United States, where stocks seem 
to be exceedingly moderate. In Turkey 
only very smali quantities are offering, and at 
prices at which it hardly paysto make impor- 
tations. Holland has ceased to send seed, as 
better prices are being paid in Amsterdan than 
in London, We quote ordinary Turkish seed 
45s@46s 94, fine 48s@50:, Morocco 50e@55s, Dutch 
52s. Spanish rules very firm. and best seed 
realized up to 680s per 4¢é41b ex-warehouse. 
Hemp—A decidedly firm tone is still prevailing 
and there is a good deal of business being done 
in seed imported some months ago. At pres- 
ent it pays neither toimport from the South nor 
from Northern Russia; their price; being 
slightiy above our own. Some parcels of 
very inferior seed, however, have been sold for 
shipment from the Danube at 24s cif. On the 
spot good bold seed realizes up to 288 6d, small 
grain up to 27s 6d per 336 lbs. Carraway—There 
has been more firmness on the market; it ap- 
pears that stocks have been much reduced 
lately, and if it were not for the depressing in- 
fluence of low quotations for future deliveries 
of new crop we would probably see better 
prices. Medium qualities for grinding are very 
scarce. Cummin continues to rule firm. Anise ig 
held firm throughout. Our stocks are exceed- 
ingly small, and this isthe same abroad, Rus- 
sian seed sells at 28@30s. Levant 30@40s per cwt. 
Fennel is now obtainable at 21@22s per ewt for 
good quality new, 1886, crop. Fenugreek, a 
better inquiry is setting in, but stocks here are 
quite strong enough to meet it. Prices keep 
on their last level. Rape rules firm and last 
prices are fully maintained. Fine Eng- 
lish seed is getting very scarce, Best 
French seed fetches 46 @ 483 per 424 
Ibs. Crushing qualities are in good demand.

Viscosity Determinations.* 


BY EDMUND J. MILLS, D.S8C., F.R.8. 

In the ordinary method of determining vis- 
cosity for technical purposes, an oil or other 
Hquid is allowed to run out of a pipette, at a 
definite temperature, and the number of sec- 
onds required for emptying the pipette is ob- 
served. A similar experiment is performed 
with olive oil, used as a standard: the number 
of seconds required for this being taken as 100, 
the proportional number of seconds required 
for the trial oil gives the desired viscosity. 

When the ordinary temperature is the tem- 
perature of the determination, it is sufficient 
for technical purposes to work in a room not 
directly heated, and to carry out the compar- 
ison as quickly as possible. For the tempera- 
ture of 100 deg. avery simple apparatus may 
be constructed out of materials always at 
hand in any laboratury. It consists of a flask— 
asuitable capacity for which is about 500cc. 
This is more than half filled with water, and 
contains in addition a test tube, in whicn suffi- 
cient lead is inserted to sink it to the bottom of 
the flask. From the mouth of the flask pro- 
ceeds a wide tube of adequate length, and io 
this is placed, centrally, and without contact, 
the filled pipette, previously closed at the top. 
After steaming the pipette for a few minutes, 
ita upper orifice is opened, the hot liquid falls 
gradually into the tube below, and the time 
for passing certain definite marks is noted. 
The upper mark is the ordinary graduation 
mark of the pipette; the lower one should be 
placed above or at the place where the pipette 
begins to taper towards its point, there being 
much retardation of the fall in all lower posi- 
tions. The metbod is,in fact, always liable to 
grave runs if the last few drops which the 
pipette can hold are taken into account, 

A little consideration is sufficient to show 
that determinations of real viscosity cannot be 
made in this way. When an oil runs out of a 
pipette much of it is the subject of meie flow- 
without shear; and where the viscosity of the 
oil is low, the relation of the number thus ob- 
tained tothe actual viscosity must be of a 
somewhat distant kind. Poiseuille’s method is 
the only one whereby real viscosities can be 
accurately obtained, but its employment, 
though sufficiently easy, is undoubtedly not 
quite so simple as the use of the pipette, The 
apparatus employed by Poiseuille is perfectly 
well known iu physical 'aboratories, and con- 
sists,as the Section is doubtless aware,of a 


capillary tube of moderate dimensions (accu-- 


rately measured) attached to a pipette of capac- 
ity well ascertained between two marks. The 
time of flow from mark to mark is observed as 
in the usual pipette method. The mathemati- 
cal formula connecting several of the relations 
of viscosity was worked out empirically by 
Poiseuille; it has since been deduced from hy- 
drodynamical considerations by several physi- 
cists (cf. Lamb, “A Treatise on the Mathemati- 
cal Theory of the Motion of Fluids,” p. 224: 
Cambridge, 1879). It bas the advantage of 
being easily read in centimetre-gramme-second 
units, In this way, each determination cf vis- 
cosity has a meaning of its own, apart from 
comparison; or, if a comparison be required, a 
list of substances can be _ provided 
for this purpose, and the same regults 
can be obtained by different investigators, 
using different agparatus, and operating 
in different localities. I have accordingly 
thought it might beusefal to technologists if I 
were to place on record a few results obtained 
under fairly definite conditions. The capillary 
tubes had radii ranging from ‘096mm. to 
*2545 mm., a length of 71°73 to 82°1émm., and 
were worked at pressures under 1000mm. 
(water). The temperature wes kept, by means 
of a water-jacket, as nearly as possible at 12 
deg.C. As regards the liquids examined, the

DISCUSSION. 


Mr. Pattison wanted to know what was the 
relation between the lubricating power of an 
oil and its viscosity. The table gave for sperm 
oila viscosity of 5876°2 (water=100), and olive 
oil a viscosity ot 9726°8, yet they preferred the 
former asa lubricant. Castor oil again, witha 
viscosity of 185,440, or about 20 times as great, 
had not nearly so high a market value for lu- 
bricating purposes as olive oil. Was there any 
relationship whatever between the two? 

Mr. Fyfe said that many undoubtedly bought 
their oils on the strength of viscosity tests ex- 
clusively. This was most misleading, for sperm 
oil atonce suggested itself as low in viscosity 
and high in lubricating power. Nobody would 
accuse melted india rubber or resin of being 
lubricants, notwithstanding their high vis- 
cosity. So far as the oil trade was con- 
cerned, buyers were now finding this out for 
themselves. The upparatus exhibited was most 
interesting. The well-known defects in the ap- 
paratus at present in use had induced many 
minds to devote attention tothe subject, and 
as a result they already had pendulum, air-bell, 
and more lately Redwood’s agate viscosim- 
eters. 

Mr. Terevet, a8 an oil works manager, agreed 
with the previous speaker that it was a mistake 
to estimate the practical value of a lubricant 
by its viscosity. The author had pointed out 
the importance of preserving a constant temn- 
perature during thse viscosity determinations. 
Supposing as a practical test they took one of 
Napier’s little machines, and ran it at a very 
high speed with best mineral lubricating oil, 
they would find the oi] to be little or no good, 
but with a burning oil of low viscosity the fric- 
tion almost entirely disappeared. Again, if 
they heated the rubbing parts and applied the 
lubricating oil, its lubricating property was 
enormously increased, though its viscosity was 
diminished. Again, the very thickest and most 
viscous fractions of our mineral oils were per- 
fect lubricants at a low speec, but absolutely 
worthless at a high one. Thus mere viscosity 
was no criterion of the value of a lubricant. 

Mr. J. 8, Thomson said that they were indebt- 
ed to the author not merely for deyising a ma- 
chine’ to test viscosities, but for showing them 
how to make any number of apparatuses which 
would give concordant resultsin the hands of 
operators, an end by no means attained by the 
common pipette method. They now had a for- 
mula which would enable them to reduce their 
results to an absolute standard. He had recent- 
ly seen a process suggested for determing vis- 
cosity by noting how long anair bubble took 
to rise through a given column of liquid. 

Mr. T. L. Patterson suggested that the great- 
er viscosity observed in the case of some of the 
vegetable oils of low lubricating value was due 
to oxidation of the oilas it passed out of the 
capillary tube during the determination. These 
vegetable oils, and especially castor oil, were 
very easily oxidized, and always “gummed” 
when applied on journals. Had the author 
tried any experiments in that direction? 

Professor Mills in reply, said that as Mr. Fyfe 
had pointed out, viscosity was only one factor 
in determining the value of oils. Durability 
and liability to chemical change must also be 
borne in mind. Cohesion and friction altered 
with the speed of rotation; in fact the coeffi- 
cient of friction changed three times during a 
progressive increase in the rate of revolution 
from a very low rate of speed up to about 2000 
revolutions per minute. Frictional alteration 
was not a means of valuing lubricants; thus 
for example tallow was far more liable to 
chemical change at a high temperature, but 
also much more viscous than mineral oil. The 
suggestion that the high viscosity of castor oil 
was due to oxidation during the determination 
was entirely out of the question. Castor oil 
did not “gum” in an apparatus of that kind. 
But on the other hand, the greater viscosity of 

castor oll doubtless turned upon the fact that 
it was one-third more oxygenated than an 
oleic glyceride of the ordinary type. If they 
were to theorize about the intimate constitu- 
tion of castor oll, they might suppose it to be 
in iteelf a ready gummed oil, on account of its 
being more highly oxygenated. Mr. Ellis and 
himself had been engaged for many years in 






The mineral oprings of Germany, which are 
particularly rich in carbonic gas, have lately 
been a more general topic of conversation than 
ever before. The Khine distriets abound with 
these springs to a far greater extent than any 
other part of the globe. The reason is to be 
found in the peculiar formation and nature of 
the mountains on both banks of the river. 

The lquefaction or carbonic gas has long 
been a chemical curiosity, only to be seen in 
the laboratory,and then only in connection 
with the artificially generated gas, as all efforts 
put forth and the many experiments made, at 
the cost of enormous capital, to extract the 
natural carbonic gas from the mineral spring 
water, where it abounds so plentifully, but 
escapes into the atmosphere, bave proven un- 
successful. These endeavors have been under- 
taken and prompted by those who are fully 
aware of the indescribable advantages which 
would arise could it only be extracted in suffi- 
cient quantities to equal in density that so 
easily got from the union of acids and earthy 
bases. 

The absolute unvarying purity of this nat- 
ural gas is evident to ali. as after generations 
in nature’s own laboratory, it oozes through 
the various crevices between the rocks in the 
mountains until it finds its way into the springs, 
and is then forced upward a considerable dis- 
tance with the mineral water until it reaches 
the surface. Upon considering this for a mo- 
ment, it will be apparent to all, that however 
carefully the artificially generated gas may be 
cleansed, it can never be subjected to sucha 
thorovgh purification as that which the natural 
undergoes. Many sad results often come to 
light from the use of the artificial gas gencrat- 
ed from sulphuric acid and marble dust and 
carelessly or imperfectly washed, but all doubts 
and misgivings of any recurrence of such un- 
fortunate results may be confidently laid aside, 
as the purification of natural gas does not rest 
upon human means. 

This has been palpable to every one, but how 
to extract the natural gas still remaineda 
mystery. 

Considerable interest, curiosity and excite- 
ment has prevailed upon the announcement 
thata discovery has recently been made by 
which this problem, which has for so many 
years been inscrutable, has been ultimately 
solved, and can now be supplied to meet the 
requirements and demands of the universe, 
No fears need therefore be entertained when 
drinking’ carbonated beverages charged with 
natural gas that it is deleterious to health. 
This can be substantiated by any of the medi- 
cal profession. 

Many leading manufacturers of erated drinks 
both in European countries and in the Uniteq 
States have shown their appreciation of it, and 
have determined to let otbers enjoy the bene- 
fit. In fact, it threatens a thorough reform ip 
the old method of producing carbonated drinks. 


Enormous factories have been erected on the 
banks of the Rhine for extracting the carbonic 
gas from the spring water and liquefying same. 
To liquefy the gas it is subjected to a gradual 
pressure—by compression pumps specially 
adapted for the purpose—until it reaches the 
450th part of its original volume, at the same 
time undergoing a cooling process. Ata pres- 
sure of 52 atmospheres or 780 pounds tothe 
square inch, and at a temperature of 15 deg. 
Celsius, the gas liquefies andjturns into a co[oi- 
less fluid resembling water. The liquefaction 
is effected in strong wrought iron cylinders, in 
which itis then shipped. All these tubes are 
tested before use, and annually by the Prussian 
government, so that all questions as to the 
tubes being able to stand the pressure may be 
confidently dismissed, and any fears that they 
may be dangerous are thereby allayed. 

One of the most interesting purposes to 
which the liquid carbonic gas can be put is the 
raising of sunken ships and ships’ cargoes. It 
is well known that formerly balloons were 
used, filled with atmospheric air by aid of com- 
pression pumps. It was discovered that the 
use of the balloons could be considerably sim- 
plified, if instead of being inflated with atmos- 
pheric air by special compression pumps they 
were provided with small receptacles of liqui- 
fled carbonic gas, 80 that they could be rapidly 
inflated by a simple opening without any 
trouble. The importance of the invention was 
already tested in the equipment basin of the 
Kiel Dook (naval port in Germany) in which an 
anchor stone was raised weighing 30,000 pounds 
and which was imbedded thirty foet in the 
water. Eight minutes after opening the valves 
the balloon with its heavy load appeared at the 
surface of the water. Of course this conven- 
ient and handy carbonic gas balloon can be 
equally practicable for raising sunken ehips, 
because ballons of this description of ten feet 
radius develop in sea water a raising power of 
226,000 pounds. 

Again, a container filled with liquid carbonic

other establishments it has been used for ice 
making, and many other uses to which this 
article can be put has been discovered, among 
which is draughting beer by this means. Chem- 
ists, sanitary bodies, hotel proprietors and 
saloon-keepers, in short, all competent judges 
and connoisseurs who have had an opportunity 
of testing this draughting process have become 
convinced that this carbonic gas assures the 
goodness of the drink toa far greater extent 
than any other method hitherto applied, the 
principal advantage being that the time on 
draught makes no difference whatever, the last 
glass from tne keg tasting equally as good as 
the first. It is well known to beer drinkers 
that by the methods hitherto applied, it is quite 
immaterial whether drawn direct from the keg 
or by atmospheric air pressure. The goodness 
of the drink can only be judged by the first 
glasses, because to the same extent as it comes 
in contact with air the beer loses the carbonic 
gas contained therein. Carbonic gas is also 
being experimented with as a fireextinguisher, 
for driving torpedoes, preserving meat, fish, 
fruit, etc.

Oil Developments at Grand Valley, 


Pa. 

The developments of the past few days, re- 
marks an oil country exchange, have given 
impetus to operations in Grand Valiey. The 
hurrah is on and they are bound to keep it up. 
Those who were so blind that they wouldn’t 
see, now are forced to acknowledge that pos- 
sibly there may be something in it afterall. A 
field which develops few dry holes, gets occa- 


sionally a 100 or 200 barrel well, which has 


nearly 1,000 barrels daily production, to be 
largely increased this coming month, which is 
easy to reach, cheap to drill, and where a well 
can be put down in from ten days to two weeks 


—such a field is not to be laughed at. 


The pebble sand which the old Atias wells 
found years ago, runs out northeast of the 
Valley district on lot 237. Then intervenes a 
barren spot to the southern part of 195 when 
the sand materially changes its nature andruns 
into a sedimentary deposit, similar to the Clar- 


endon sand and which is very rich especially on 


lots 186, 187, 196 and 197 when tickled with 


glycerine. Itis not proven whether the east 


portion of 196 and 197, is a rich territory and in 
the northeast corner of lot 196 there is a dry 
hole. Crippen and Miller’s No’s 1 and 2 are on 
the northwest corner of 197. Wood & McKel- 
vey have the west side ot 156 while the eastern 
half is leased to W. B. Benedict, 8. W. Stewart, 
and Holman & Hopkins. Geo. 8. Keplar is on 
the east side of 149 which joins 186 on the west. 
Nelson Farel found his No.1 on the center of 
the north line of lot 150. On lot 18 the Brook- 
line Oil Company have been pumping a group 
of small wells for a year past, in the same sedi- 
mentary deposit. The territory is further in- 
creased by a group of pumpers on the north- 
east corner of 151, southeast corner of 1650, 
northeast corner of 136 and the southeast part 
of 187. Also between Enterprise and the rich 
territory north, the same sand is found, which 
would favor the theory that the field will ulti- 
mately be extended to Enterprise, which would 
give it a mean length, if'the development to the 
north stopped at its present location, of about 
6 miles in extent, with a width varying from 2 
to3 miles. On the south part of 183, on the 
Henderson farm, a few wells found the same 
sand ard depth and are fair pumpers. In the 
northeast corner of 133 W. B. Benedict, some 
years ago put down several wells which did 3 to 
5 barrels natural. On 154 north, Benson & Co. 
found tre same sand and Myron Dunham is 
starting a well north of Enterprise to search 
for it. The sand seems to run out on lot 105, 
which is on the northeast and southwest line, 
and to creep over towards the east, thus giving 
almost a north and south direction. The 
Weible well on lot 138, which is way to the 
west, found the same sand and bas at least a 
five barrel well.

The past week has been a quiet one as regards 
the demand for heavy chemicals, which is usu- 
ally the case when a holiday or a partial one 
intervenes. Even though one hears complaints 
from all sides about strikes and dull trade, 
dealers when closely questioned admit they are 
surprised at the volume of business done, and 
when compared with previous years in sume 
instances it is in excess. Stocks are ample 
though not in excess of the demand, except 
English sal soda, which owing to the arrival of 
several steamers is weak and dull. The curtail- 
ment of shipments it is hoped will soon regulate 
prices. Chlorate of potash is firmer, while ar- 
senic and oxalic acid are both weak and cull 
under free arrivals. Manufacturers of aqua 
ammonia have advanced prices during the 
week. The other light chemica's are all steady 
and unchanged for the present under the usual 
consumptive demand. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, 
in his circular under date of April 15th, saye:— 
“The unceasing political turmot! has intensified 
the stagnation already prevailing in chemicals. 
Salt cake, soda ash and caustic soda, dull. The 
German makers of the two latter are now of- 
fering in this country at prices which compete 
with the home product. Bleaching powder 
flat. Chlorate of potash scarce and dearer. 
Nothing of moment in potashes. Citric acid 
tending upwarde. Nitrate of soda sluggish. 
The indications of booming in suiphate of 
ammonia have died away, and the market 
closes heavy and drooping.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is still ia light stock for 
prompt delivery. Values, however, show no 
material change, as neither buyers or sellers 
apparently are very anxious to push trade, 
pending the unsetticd condition of things 
throughout the country. The bulk of the 
arrivals generally are under contract for con- 
sumption which prevents any accumulation of 
stocks. Sales are reported of 75 tons at prices 
ranging from 132}44@13¢c as to brand and quan- 
tity. High test is only wanted in a limited way 
and in the absenoe of any active demand, val- 
ues are nominally quoted at 125@130c as to 
make, quantity and holder. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is meeting with 
the usual consumptive demand for spot lots, 
while for shipments to come forward during 
May, June and July there have been several 
contracts placed among the various paper mills 
throughout the country. The sales comprise 
150 tons at prices ranging from 144@1 30c as to 
make, quantity and date of delivery. High test 
is very dull! as the demand for this article is 
daily becoming less owing to the use of high 
test alkali in its place. We quote 125@1 30c as 
brand and quantity. Messrs. Robert Crooks & 
Co 1n speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of April 15 say: “Demand has been some- 
what quiet the past week, although there has 
peen considerable inquiry. Makers show no 
disposition to make any reduction in present 
prices, and as they have all reduced their pro- 
duction there is no pressure arising from accu- 
lated stock. Carbonated ash is quoted 1 3-32d 
and caustic 1 1-16d.”" 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, under free 
arrivals is again in better stock. Even with 
these arrivals there are no surplus stocks 
pressing on the market, as the bulk of them are 
under contract for consumption. Late mail 
advices to hand say: ‘Notwithstanding much 
talk regarding the adoption of further restric- 
tive measures the market continues very dull, 
with increasing prospective depression for a 
time at least. Sanguine operators seem to ex- 
pect a great deal as the shipping season ad- 
vances, but the fact of the slow but sure 
decreasing demand from abroad for Tyne 
chemicals is not much of an encouraging fea- 
ture in the trade.” For futureshipments there 
is not much demand, as very few of the large 
glass makers are disposed to enter into con- 
tracts for next season’s fire unless some induce- 
ments are offered. The sales comprise 150 tons 
from dock and to arrive at prices ranging from 
134@1 30c, as to brand, quantity and holder. 
High test is meeting with the usual demand at 
1 2244@1 25c, as to quantity and date of deliv- 
ery. 

Alkali 36 per cent.for prompt delivery is 
again in better stock. The sales comprise 25 
tons at 125@I1 30c, a to quantity and holder, 
The arrivals of B M 48 per cent. are ample to 
meet current wants of consumers, with sales of 
75 tons reported, at 1 30@1 32}4c, as to quantity, 
For high test B M there has been an improved 
demand, the low prices which have prevailed 
of late have had atendency to bring out the 
orders from consumers who are taking advant- 
age of present offers to secure their supplies 
for the balance of the year. The bulk of the 
arrivals are generally under contract, thus leay- 
ing a limited stock to draw upon for prompt 
delivery.

sonable demand at prices within the range 
established by the various makers. Very little 
new business is reported, as nearly all of the 


large consumers are under contract for current 
wants at prices fixed for delivery up to July. 

Copperas is only in moderate demand for 
prompt delivery. Rather more inquiry is re- 
ported for future delivery, with sales reported 
of 500 bbis at prices ranging from 65@75c, as to 
make, quantity and date of delivery. 

Nitrate soda for prompt delivery is held firm 
at 260@2 65c, as to quantity and holder, with 
sales of 1,500 bags within the range. For late 
shipments there have been several cargoes 
placed at 244c. Lateadvices have been received 
from Iquique to the effect that the nitrate pro- 
ducers have agreed to export 10,000,000 quintals, 
as against 7,000,000 last year.

Warehouse Clauses of the Tariff. 


We publish the following editorial article 
from the New York Herald, because it voices 
the general sentiment of importing merchants: 

At present any merchandise deposited in bond 
in any warehouse ust be withdrawn for con- 
sumption within one year if the importer would 
not incur a penalty of ten per cent of the 
amount of the duties and charges accrued on it 
atthe time of withdrawal. It may remain 
three years at his option, but after one year it 
becomes subject to that penalty in addition to 
those duties and charges. After three years it 
is deemed forfeited to the government, If 
Congress intended to legislate against the pros- 
perity of the seaports of the United States, by 
limiting their markets, and wilfully meant to 
compel the people to draw their necessary sup- 
ply of foreign merchandise from hand to 
mouth, restricting freedom of selection and 
purchase to a single year’s imports, then the 
ten per cent penalty is intelligible and rational. 
But though such an explanation of its purpose 
is scandalous to Congress the only alternative 
is to ascribe the original enactment of the pen- 
alty to stupidity and its long maintenance to 
obstinacy. However that may be, the pending 
tariff bill wipes it out, and thereby intends to 
enlarge the markets in all our importing cities, 
conferring on them the benefits (which we peed 
not enumerate in detail) of practically tripling 
the quantity of bonded goods instore for home 
consumption, and conferring on the people at 
large the benefits of wider selection and cheaper

A Proposed Tax that would Paralyze 
Petroleum Brokers. 


Commodore Vedder's bill to tax all specula- 
tive tradings that amount to more than $100, 
says an Albany dispatch, has at last stirred up 
a commotion in the exchanges. The brokers of 
various sorts made the mistake of sending a 
delegation to the Legislature against the bill 
instead of waiting for it either to die or to get 
to the Governor, who would not sign the bill if 
sufficient reasons were advanced against it. 
The delegation of April 22 was composed of 
Joseph J. O’Donobue of the coffee trade, Pres- 
ident Edward C. Simmons of the Stock Ex- 
change, Commodore J. D. Smith, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Stock Exchange; Col. William 
Moller of the Petroleum Exchange. President 
Gruner of the Cotton Exchange, and Edward 
H. Miller ot the Produce Exchange. 

They appeared before the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee. Mr. O’Donohue said 
that New York is the largest coffee market in 
the world, and if this bill passed the business 
would go to other cities. A similar bill was 
passed in Massachusetts some years ago, and 
the trade was driven from Boston and kept 
away until the bill was repealed. New Orleans 
and Baltimore have been great rivals of New 
York, and this bill is in their interest. 

Col. Moller said the bill would paralyze the 
business of the Oil Exchange, which now reg- 
ulates the petroleum trade all over the world. 

The President of the Stock Exchange said 
the bill would impose a tax of from $3,000 to 
$5,000 a year on eavh member of that Board, 
and that it would practically boycott the busi- 
ness.
